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THE LEEDS CONFERENCE. 


T is sixteen years ago that the R.1.B.A., acting in 
I accord with the classic pronouncement that “It 
becomes all wise men to confer and hold: converse,” 
inaugurated its series of British Architects’ Conferences 
with a meeting at Liverpool. Since then conferences 
have been held at Cardiff, Edinburgh, Oxford, New- 
castle, Bath, York, Norwich, Dublin, Manchester, 
Cambridge, Glasgow and Southampton, as well as ‘in 
London, and next week the seventeenth meeting of the 
series will be held at Leeds, at the invitation of the 
West Yorkshire Society of Architects, opening on 

“Wednesday evening and closing on Saturday. 

Leeds in itself fulfils all the requirements of a “live” 
centre for .a conference of architects, especially at a 
time like the present, when the city has in progress 
three major undertakings of such varied architectural 
importance and interest as the new University, the 


Headrow, and the great housing scheme at Quarry . 


Hill; but apart from its own individual appeal, it is 
the centre of an area not only of rare scenic beauty, but 
of great historic and architectural interest. Harrogate, 
Harewood, Knaresborough, Kirkstall Abbey, Temple- 
newsam, Wharfedale, Fountains Abbey, Ripon Minster, 
the Bronte Country, the Pennine Moors, the Craven 
District—these, to mention less than. a tithe of the 
places that are to be visited during the Conference, 
give some indication of the pleasures in store for those 
wlio are fortunate enough to be able to get. away from 
office and home and journey to Leeds next week. . 

The formal side of the arrangements promises equally 
well, for it includes, in addition to the Inaugural Address 
by the President, short addresses on “'The Architect 
To-day,” by Mr. H. 8. Goodhart-Rendel, and “ The 
Development of a Great Industrial City and its Area,” 
by Professor Patrick Abercrombie ; while a reception 
and dance in the Leeds Town Hall on Thursday evening, 
and the Conference Banquet in the Victoria Hall of the 
same building on Friday evening, will afford those 
opportunities for social intercourse, for the renewal of 
old friendships and the making of new ones, which are 
not the least of the attractions of these annual meetings. 
A continuance of the present fine weather appears to be 
all that is needed to make the Conference a complete 
success. 

We give in this issue a special article on Leeds, by 
Mr. Dudley Harbron, together with illustrations of a 
number of buildings of historic interest in the city and 
its neighbourhood and recent examples of local current 
architecture. Next week we propose to give further 
examples of current work, together with reports of the 
Conference meetings and functions and other features of 
interest. 


CHARING CROSS BRIDGE. 


HARING CROSS BRIDGE—that ill-starred struc- 
ture existing, it seems, only in the minds of those 
idealists the planners—is in the news again. This time 
it is the subject of what appears to be a rather stupid 
quibble between the powers in control at London 
County Halland the new Minister of Transport, Mr. E. L. 
Burgin. On Tuesday of last week the latter stated in 
the House of Commons that the London County Council 
had been informed that if they decided to proceed with 
their Charing Cross bridge scheme—by which we take 
to mean the £32 million proposal of the London and 
Home Counties Traffic Advisory Committee, published 
in August last—it would rank for the most favourable 
treatment accorded to other major works of improve- 
ment in urban areas. 
This announcement, which to the plain man appeared 
to be excellent news, has given rise to a considerable 
degree of reerimination at County Hall—not all of which

is readily understandable. But if we read between the 

lines correctly, it seems that the Minister’s unwillingness - 
—in the absence of a detailed scheme and estimate—to 

commit himself. to a definite grant or percentage has’ 
been construed by the Council, or at least by its leader, 

Mr. Morrison, as mere evasion of the urgency of the 

question. 

Our task here is not to take sides, but to cut the knot 
of argument,’ and it would seem that the initial step 
should surely be the preparation of a detailed and con- 
sidered plan for the bridge and its ancillary problems. 
We do not believe that the scheme as put forward by 
the London and Home Counties Traffic Advisory Com- 
mittee is an ideal one. The conclusion that Charing 
Cross Railway Station should neither be moved ‘to the 
south bank nor put underground in our opinion.stamps 
that scheme as a “second best.” After a forty years’ 
wait, and with the wealth of professional planning talent 
and. financial. resource available, nothing but an ideal 
scheme for Charing Cross will do. We reiterate. the 
proposal that the County. Council can best fulfil. its 
obligations to London by inaugurating a competition— 
open or limited—for. the replanning of the area in 
question, and further that competitors, while generally 
governed by practical politics in regard to available 
sites, etc., should not be fettered by the desideratum 
that the station must remain on its present position—a 
decree which, in the opinion of many planners, burkes 
the question from the very start.. Obviously, the first 


- step is for the Council and the railway} to come to- 


terms on this vital point. © - ~ : 

Such a competition, and the working out of estimates, 
could probably be decided within 18 months—a 
period negligible either in past or future history. It is 
well to remember we are planning a scheme not only 
for the relief of problems of to-day, but a scheme that 
should control the planning of the London of the future. 


CONTROL OF ADVERTISEMENTS IN LONDON. 


F, as has been written, sweet are the uses of adver- 
tisement, it is at least as certain that the forms 
often adopted to exploit those uses are highly deroga- 
tory. In particular do we refer to the use of hoardings 
on the face of buildings, though we should be less than 
just if we did not hasten to say that the modest hoarding 
carrying attractive posters often acts as a useful screen 
to derelict spaces in cities. 

Hoardings on the face of buildings are a very different 
affair, however. In London, ample rope would appear 
to have been given to business interests to make known 
their wares by the Advertisements Regulation Act of 
1907, which permits Borough Councils to exercise con- 
trol over advertisement hoardings and similar structures 
only when the hoarding in itself exceeds 12 ft. in height. 

Our readers may remember a law case (reported in 
our columns at the time) in which the Westminster 
City Council sought to exercise jurisdiction in respect of 
advertisement hoardings affixed in a West End street 
which were, in toto, over the stipulated height. The 
hoarding was construed by the magistrate as a series of 
separate hoardings—a decision which was upheld on 
appeal. 

We are glad. to note that this legal loophole is now to 
be closed, the London County Council having decided 
to promote legislation to amend the 1907 Act to enable 
the Council “to make by-laws for the regulation and 
control of advertisement hoardings and similar structures 
any part of which is placed at a greater height than 
12 ft. measured from the ground level, notwithstanding 
that the vertical measurement of the hoardings them- 
selves may not exceed 12 ft.” In common with all who 
deplore the disfigurement of: buildings we trust’that this 
proposal may receive a speedy translation ‘into law.

Bristol Official 
Architect Resigns. 

Mr. F. I. Bownpen, architect to the 
Bristol Education Committee, hag _ re- 
signed his appointment. At a meeting of 
the Committee recently, Mr. F. C. 
Williams said: ‘“‘ For a long time past we 
have requested the Salaries Committee to 
recognise the merit and status of our 
architect. They have haggled about the 
thing over many, many months, until at 
long last we have lost our man. He was 
one of the best officers we had, saving the 
committee thousands of pounds. Now he 
has gone to something better. He would 
have been with us to-day if the Salaries 
Committee had treated us decently.” 

Mr. F. A. Webber, a member of the 
Salaries. Committee, said the question of 
a new grading scheme for officers was 
being considered by the Salaries Com- 
mittee. 


Greater London 
Regional Planning. 

Tue Gereral Purposes Committee of 
the L.C.C. recommend the Council to 
concur in the Minister of Health’s pro- 
posal to set up a Greater London Stand- 
ing Confefence on Regional Planning. The 
functions ‘of the conference, which will 
consist of representatives of all the local 
authorities in the London traffic area, wil] 
be to consider and to make suggestions or 
recommendations on any matter relating 
to planning or development within the 
London traffic area which may be referred 


with official 
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to it. The Council will be represented by 
three members on the conference. The 
new body replaces the former Greater 
London Regional Planning Committee, 
which ceased to function on September 
30 last. The recommendation was agreed to 
on Tuesday, and Messrs. H. Berry, Ewart 
G. Culpin, F.R.I.B.A., and E. P. Martin 
were appointed the Council’s representa- 
tives on the Standing Conference. 


The Earl Haig 
Statue. 

Sir Purzir Sassoon, First Commissioner 
of Works, announced. in the House of 
Commons recently that the casting of 
the bronze statue’ of the late Ear] Haig 
is approaching completion. He said he 
hoped that it would be ready for erection 
at the end of the year. The statue is from 
a third design by Mr. A. F. Hardiman. 
With the base, designed by Mr. S. Row- 
land Pierce, A.R.I.B.A., it will be about 
26 ft. high.

Historic Buildings 
in London.

Doncaster Grammar School 
Rebuilding. 

THE Doncaster Grammar School exten- 
sions, planned by Mr. Julian Leathart, 
F.R.I.B.A., and illustrated on this page, 
take the form of connected wings grouped 
around a grass-laid inner quadrangle of 
which the old grammar school—a Tudor 
Gothic design in brick and stone of the 
mid-Victorian epoch—forms the north- 
west angle. The new school hall is on 
the first floor and closes the southern side 
of the inner quadrangle; it will seat 635 
with an additional 140 in the gallery. A 
spacious stage with deep wings, a cyclo- 
rama, two dressing-rooms, a forestage, 
and a cinema projection: room form the 
equipment of the assembly hall. The 
general accommodation of the new school 
is comprehensive and complete in every 
detail for 540 boys (340 seniors and 200 
juniors). 

In architectural character the new 
school will accord with that of the old 
grammar school, but in a simplified form 
more appropriate to the modern desire for 
increased light and air. It is to be built 
mainly in a multi-coloured local brick 
with stone window dressings, plinths and 
parapet copings.  ‘Steeply sloping tiled 
roofs will harmonise with the roof to 
the old school. A-simply composed tower 
rises over the main entrance to the new 
school, and this. feature marks the focus 
of the grouping of the component units 
of the new scheme. ll teaching rooms 
are to be wired for the reception of the 
B.B.C. school programmes. 


School Extensions,

Timber House Purchases 
and Insurance. 


Tue Timber Development Association 
announces that it is now possible for mem- 
bers of the public to obtain financial 
assistance in the purchase of timber 
houses on approximately the same terms 
as those afforded by building societies for 
other types of construction. The terms 
include an endowment policy and the cost 
is stated to amount to only a few pence 
per cent. more than the terms offered for 
brick houses. Fire insurance rates of 
2s. 6d. per cent..can also be obtained, so 
that on a £1,000 house the difference 
between the rates for timber and brick 
would be only about 10s. 


Relics of | 
Old London Bridge. 

TimpER. foundations have been dis- 
covered . during excavation behind 
Adelaide: House, at Fresh Wharf. Mr. 
Quintin Waddington, assistant.curator of 
the Guildhall Museum, is of the opinion 
that the timber piles are almost certainly 
of the London Bridge built in 1176. The 
timbers, which are of elm, are in-a very 
good state of preservation. Apart from 
the old timbers, there have been found a 
Roman bodkin, a number of coins, rang- 
ing from the time of the Romans to that 
of George III, a medieval ox shoe, Roman 
vases, and.a number of Tudor pins.

Tube Extension Scheme 
to Aldenham. 

A Sretecr Committee of the House of 
Lords has approved the proposal contained 
in the London Passenger Transport Board 
Bill to extend the Edgware Tube railway 
to Aldenham. 


Waterloo Bridge 
Traffic Ways. 

Tur Highways Committee of the London 
County Council report that, after discus- 
sion with the Minister of Transport, it has 
been decided that the new Waterloo Bridge 
shall have two carriageways, each 27 ft. 
wide, with 4-ft. refuges at intervals, and 
two footpaths each 11 ft. wide. The bridge 
will be sufficient for six lines of traffic. 

Reporting on the progress made with 
the demolition of the old bridge, the Com- 
mittee state that the final operations are 
now being carried out. It appears that the 
demolition of pier 8 on the southern fore- 
shore is being completed by the removal 
of the footings and foundation raft by 
‘‘ tidework ” at low water. The dismant- 
ling of the last of the temporary stagings 
in the river, those at the site of pier 4, is 
in progress. These are the last of the 
operations in connection with the contract 
for demolishing the old bridge. The con- 
tract time has been extended to June 22. 


The Southport 
Borough Engineership. 

Mr. ALFRED ERNEST JACKSON, 
M.Inst.C.E., P.A.S.I., Borough Engineer 
of Southport, has notified the Corporation 
of his intention to retire at the end of 
August. Mr. Jackson has held the 
position since 1912. He has had a great 
deal to do with the present lay-out of the 
front at Southport, and he designed the 
sea-bathing lake and promenade surround- 
ing the South Marine Lake. 


Control of Advertisements 
in London. 

THE London County Council has now 
agreed that legislation be promoted in 
the session of Parliament 1937-38 to amend 
the Advertisements Regulation Act, 1907, 
to enable the Council to make by-laws for 
the regulation and control of advertise- 
ment hoardings and similar structures 
any part of which is placed at a greater 
height. than 12 ft. measured from the 
ground level notwithstanding that the 
vertical measurement. of the hoardings 
themselves may not exceed 12 ft. 

It will be remembered that in a recent 
case which arose out of proceedings by 
the Westminster City Council in respect 
of advertisement hoardings affixed to a 
building in the West End, the magistrate 
decided. against the: City Council on the 
grounds that the hoardings were separate 
hoardings, meither of which exceeded 12 ft. 
in height (the expression used in the Act 
and the by-laws). The decision was up- 
held on appeal.. At present the-Council’s 
by-laws under section 2 (1) of the Act of 
1907 do not enable a borough council to 
control the fixing to a building of an ad- 
vertisement hoarding. which does not in 
itself measure more than 12 ft. in height 
or a series of such separate hoardings one 
over the other.

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RESTRICTION OF RIBBON DEVELOPMENT 
|1.—SOME CRITICISMS AND SUGGESTIONS 
BY THE AUTHOR OF “ THIS FREEHOLD CURTILAGE.” 


1.—THE PURPOSE OF THE ACT. 


THE semi-imaginary series of articles 
which appeared some time ago under 
the heading of “This Freehold Cur- 
tilage” was a kind of reductio ad 
absurdum of the subject, designed to 
call vigorous attention to the grievances 
of property owners and of the architects 
and builders who serve them. To leave 
the subject finally on this note would be 
a form of destructive criticism which 
could do little good unless balanced 
with constructive suggestions. 

The writer proposes to deal now with 
the Act for the Restriction of Ribbon 
Development, in an attempt to arrive at 
its proper limitations, and to suggest 
practical schemes of working which 
would tend to limit the friction and 
delays which are generally acknowledged 
as at. present arising out of the working 
of the Act, 

We may start by examining the title 
of the Act itself, which, in very pic- 
turesque terms, visualises the real pur- 
pose of the popular movement out of 
which the legislation arose. 

The “ribbon” is well understood to 
represent those narrow strips of dense 
building development which drive them- 
selves out from the towns along public 
highways, leaving between them large 
triangles and rectangles of undeveloped, 
and ultimately almost undevelopable, 
land. The growth of the ribbon can be 
arrested only by law.. Hence the Act. 

People have moved farther and farther 
out into the country to enjoy its beauty 
and peacefulness, ‘only to find it 
escaping them by their own act. It is 
this cycle of events which alarmed 
society into action, rather than that 
piece of recent history typified in the 
notorious Kingston By-pass. Here public 
enterprise determined to relieve the 
internal traffic congestion of the old 
town of Kingston by laying down a new 
traffic route round its outskirt, thus 
providing not only a way for those wish- 
ing to stop and trade in Kingston, but 
an alternative route whereby those who 
had otherwise perforce to pass through 
Kingston could pass round it without 
let or hindrance. 

The appearance of the road at once 
created frontages which no speculator 
could resist, and in the twinkling of an 
eye there was a built-up street along its 
length, creating a local traffic problem 
which defeated the purpose of the diver- 
sion, and made hideous what might have 
been a handsome parkway. The un- 
imaginative Britisher is supposed to 
need some such reminder as this before 
he acts, and when it was found that a 
new by-pass was needed to give free way 
to the through traffic hindered in the 
first by-pass, action was rapid. 

But still let us bear in mind the title 
of the Act. It is to stop the extension 
of urban ribbons along main traffic 
routes, and must, therefore, be mainly 
associated with new arterial roads, 
because we have no means of paying for 
the dynamiting of existing strips of 
building. It is one of those cases where 
the past is nearly irrevocable. 

Now let us examine the scope of the 
Act as determined in its text. It. calls 
itself :— 

“An Act to provide for the imposi- 
tion of restrictions upon development 
along the frontages of roads.” 


As such, it respects its title. But it 
is further described as one to extend 
the powers of local authorities—as to the 
prevention of interference with traffic. 
It is this extension of the scope of the 
Act which introduces the chief com- 
plications. 


In other words, the Act which public 
opinion demanded was primarily con- 
cerned with rural amenities. The Act 
which it got is primarily concerned 
with the establishment of traffic routes. 
The two aspects are closely interwoven, 
but the spirit which animates one is 
entirely different from that which 
animates the other. 

My opinion is that it was a mistaken 
policy to attempt to deal with both 
aspects in one Act of Parliament. The 
main provision for a_ Restriction of 
Ribbon Development Act should be the 
power to prohibit parallel development 
within a very wide zone of an unde- 
veloped or new highway. This would be 
an effective protection of amenities, pre- 
venting, as it would, such a shutting 
out of rural views from the highway as 
occurs where parallel continuous de- 
velopment takes place, whether on 
the road frontage or at the present pre- 
scribed distance of 220 ft. from the 
middle of the road. At the outset, 
therefore, the present Act fails to secure 
the first essential of effective restriction 
from an amenity point of view. 


It will be noted that nearly all the 
other provisions in the Act deal with 
purely traffic considerations, such as 
standard widths of roads, access to same, 
acquisition of land and similar con- 
siderations. Every one of these matters 
would appear to be merely an extension 
of Town and Country Planning which 
could have been dealt with by amend- 
ments to the appropriate Act. 

The chief point about the Act is, there- 
fore, that it attempts too diverse an 
objective. Clear-cut legislation must 
have a clear-cut objective. In this case 
it would seem that that should be 
centred round the amenities of country 
roads. There is no reason why other 
legislation should not work in parallel 
with such legislation, but every reason 
why the two forms of control should be 
kept distinct. : 

The first immediate effect of the Act, 
by making the Highway Authority the 
authority for its administration, is to 
transplant all powers affected from the 
Planning Authority to the Highways 
Authority. At present the Planning 
Authority for most areas is the Urban 
or Rural District Council, in whose 
hands are placed powers to regulate new 
streets, the appearance and user of 
buildings, their position on the site, 
etc. There seems no essential reason 
why, under a directing Act of Parlia- 
ment, the same Planning Authority 
should not administer a Restriction of 
Ribbon Development Act framed for pre- 
serving the amenities of .country views 
and the planning of new development 
within range of the main roads of their 
areas. 

Now let us stppose that the Act were 
framed on these lines, and see whether 
the problem is nearer solution. The 
first point which arises is that there is 
no relation between a measure aimed 
at preserving the amenities of the 
country roads we have, and any form 
of control over developed districts. One 
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cannot logically restrict a ribbon whic) 
has already made its appearance, po 
can one regard as ribbon development 
the filling in of short gaps in the cop. 
tinuous development existing along majp 
roads. It may be, and probably jg 
necessary to control in some form the 
development of such gaps, but that is 
problem ‘quite distinct from that o 
restricting new attenuated strips . oj 
building. If we were to recognise this 
as a distinct matter, we should he 


reducing the problem of Ribbon Develop. 
ment to very manageable limits, 
Let us sum up our objections on prin- 
ciple to the Act as it stands at present— 
(1) It confuses the protection of tl, 


With 


natural amenities of main roads 
the traffic problem. 

(2) It concerns itself almost entirely 
with traffic considerations while. stil] 
permitting Ribbon Development at a dis. 
tance of 220 ft. from the centre of the 
road, at which range the ugliness. of bad 
building is frequently more apparent 
than at close range. 

(3) It applies: itself to ready-built-up 
roads, and restricts rebuildings, and the 
filling up of gaps thereon, which hays 
no relation to Ribbon Development, 

These are objections which can )}é 
made as to the text of the Act, quite 
distinct from its administration: and it 
is in this latter aspect that still further 
objections can be found. These latter 
will be dealt with on a future occasion. 

In the meantime, we have to start with 
the knowledge that we have to deal with 
an unsatisfactory measure, and that. no 
constructive suggestions can be complete 
if they exclude the idea of a radical 
amendment of the Act.

LEEDS, OLD AND NEW 


By DUDLEY HARBRON. 


«“ ps is a large, wealthy and popu- 
se: it stands on the north bank of 
the River Aire, or rather on both sides 
of the river, for there 1s a large suburb 
or part of the town on the south side 

river... 

‘— words used by Daniel Defoe to in- 
troduce the great Yorkshire city could 
not be improved upon for precision, 
coupled with an attractive musical 
quality suited to their theme. If they 
were applicable in 1724, or thereabouts, 
they are increasedly so now, more than 
two hundred years after they were 
written. ; 

In the process of extension Leeds has 
been so transformed that there is little 
left of that which met Defoe’s eye (if 
he ever visited the place) other than the 
river, the names of the principal streets, 
and some few buildings. 

When Defoe described Leeds, he found 
two churches, one of which continues as 
St. John’s; the other as the Parish 
Church—St. Peter’s—was rebuilt in 1839 
by R. D. Chantrell, a local architect, who 
designed the building in the Perpen- 
dicular manner of the Gothic Revival, on 
the same site and to the same plan as 
the original church, some part of the 
fabric of which he maintained, and some 
few of the interior mementoes of which 
he preserved. The interior is so dark 
(the building being under-windowed and 
over-glazed in coloured glass that is be- 
dimmed by soot) that the visitor can see 
very little of the contents without the 
aid of artificial light. 

St. John’s still remains little altered as 
an almost unique example of the transi- 
tional period in the north of the mer- 
gence of Gothic into Classic. It was 
established in 1622, through the munifi- 
cence of John Harrison, 1576-1656, a 
Leeds worthy, whose effigy can be seen 
in the City-square. It was erected to 
provide additional accommodation - for 
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churchgoers; the parish church being too 
small. The building is plannéd as a 
double aisle to suit the form of service 
then grown in favour, in which the ser- 
mon was more consequential than the 
ceremony. The masonry is really late 
Gothic, save for the capitals to the 
arcade. It is in the roof and the fittings, 
pulpit, screen and pews, that the change 
from the vernacular manner is most evi- 
denced; they are Jacobean. 

There is in Leeds another building, the 
Church of Holy Trinity, Boar-lane, that 
must have been either in course of erec- 
tion or just completed at about the time 
of Defoe’s description. It is a simple 
Classic church with three aisles. It was 
originally designed by William Half- 
penny, but was later altered by R. D. 
Chantrell. 

Chantrell also designed the Leeds City 
Museum, in Park-row, where may be 
seen some maps and drawings of old 
Leeds. They hang on the staircase wall 
and are well worth examination; for in 
a few moments more can be learned by 
the reading of these illustrations than 
can be conveyed in a host of words. 

But if Leeds in her growth hag had to 
slough the skin of her past, near by can 
be seen several works nearly untouched 
by time, the aisleless Church of Adel, 
and Templenewsam, a fine country man- 
sion; the Templestowe of Ivanhoe. The 
house, Jacobean in essentials, with its 
brattished parapet formed of lettering 
which reads round the house, a long 
paean commencing, ‘All glory and 
praise ’’ has, it is true, been altered. The 
rooms of the mansion were originally en 
suite, but the search for comfort and 
privacy prompted the insertion of corri- 
dors, which have destroyed the symmetry 
of some of the apartments. 

For, in 1738, they altered the house and 
substituted sash windows in place of the 
old transomes and mullions; decorated

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the interior without regard for the old 
work; the sole intention being to bring 
the building up to date as to its plan, and 
to make it fashionable as to its eleva- 
tion. 

It has been suggested that Gibbs de- 
signed the alterations at Templenewsam. 
The most interesting relic of these is the 
nursery. This was panelled and painted 
brown, having gilded birds, beasts and 
fishes and a mermaid drawn in the centre 
of each panel for the amusement of the 
children. The Blue Room also has con- 
siderable charm. 

Northward of Templenewsam, the com- 
bined exertions of Adam, Chambers and 
Carr culminated in Harewood House for 
Mr, Edward Lascelles in 1760. John 
Wesley called there in 1779. He greatly 
enjoyed looking over other people’s 
houses and gardens :— 

‘Tt is finely situated on-a little emi- 
nence, commanding a most delightful 
prospect of hill and dale, and wood and 
water. It is built of a fine white stone, 
with two proud and beautiful fronts. I 
was not much struck with anything 
within. There is too much sameness in 
all the great houses I have seen in Eng- 
land; two rows of large square rooms, 
with costly beds, glasses, chairs and 
tables. But here is a profusion of 
wealth; every pane of glass, we were in- 
formed, cost six and twenty shillings. 
One looking-glass cost five hundred 
pounds, one bed six hundred. The whole 
floor was just on the plan of Montague 
House, now the British Museum.” 

When Wesley saw a fine house he ques- 
tioned its morality; when Dr. Johnson 
visited the same places he derided their 
unsuitability. 

Notwithstanding Park-square and 
neighbourhood, Leeds is in the main a 
typical product of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. She used to show very plainly 
the consequences of Jlaisser-faire. The 
unity which had sprung from a common 
way of life was destroyed. The change 
from a homely manufacture at the loom, 
to the collection of looms within a mill, 
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with the concentration of hands about a 
given centre, led. to the evils of over- 
crowding and scamped dwellings, and 
ultimately to the degradation of the life 
of the operatives. The consequences of 
this period have exercised the authorities 
for many years. To get rid of them a 
strenuous effort is now being made. One 
other of the troubles of this city, the 
grime, is certainly much diminished. 
Following upon the increased use of elec- 
tricity and the demolition of the little 
houses in the central area, the air has 
cleared. 

The accumulation of the previous de- 
cades of smoke is, however, yet very 
noticeable on the buildings of the past 
which remain, notably the Town Hall. 

The Town Hall, which was designed 
by Cuthbert Brodrick, of Hull, is still 
the finest building in Leeds. It was the 
result of an architectural competition in 
1850. The building has been compared 
with St. George’s Hall, Liverpool. There 
is little to compare save the interiors of 
the great hall and the planning of the 
corridors. In the first, Liverpool is said 
to be superior, and in the last the advan- 
tage goes to Leeds. Brodrick, subsequent 
to his remowal to Leeds, was the author 
of a large amount of work there. He 
designed the Corn Exchange, the ellip- 
tical building which can be seen from 
Boar-lane. The exterior is slightly 
altered in the lower parts, but the well- 
lighted interior and ingenious roof of 
this building remain unchanged. Brod- 
rick employed his fellow townsman, 
W. D. Keyworth, of Hull, as the sculptor 
for the lions which flank the main en- 
trance to’ the Town Hall. 

The reign of Brodrick’as architectural 
arbiter of Leeds was disturbed by the 
Gothic Revival. Though he was as com- 
petent to use Gothic as any of the rest 
of the profession, he does not appear to 
have made any attempt to do so in Leeds. 

The extraordinary era which followed 
was largely the work of Sir G. G. Scott 
and Waterhouse. Scott, who had in 
1847-8 built the Church of St. Philip, now 
laid the foundation of the Royal In- 
firmary and the Home of Becketts Bank 
in the medieval manner, of which Leeds 
had so thoroughly demolished the 
genuine traces in her effort to become a 
modern city. He called the style Lom- 
bardic. 

Alfred Waterhouse abetted him in his 
mission by Gothicising the buildings of 
Leeds University, or Yorkshire College as 
it was in his day. 

In his turn Scott’ was followed by. a 
local architect, George Corson. Corson

extended Scott’s Infirmary and built the 
Grand Theatre in upper Briggate with its 
Gothic: elevation—and the Municipal 
Buildings. This same architect was the 
designer of Municipal Buildings as im- 
portant and far away as Glasgow, though 
the award was tempered by the report 
of .Charles Barry, the assessor for the 
competition, that there were better de- 
signs unplaced. It was with reluctance 
that he recommended Mr. Corson’s sug- 
gestion as possible of completion for the 
estimated amount. 


During and since those halcyon days, 
many architects have helped to flank the 
principal thoroughfares, Boar-lane, Park-

row, Briggate, and the rest, with their 
several conceptions of appropriate archi- 
tecture. In this respect Leeds ig a miné 
of interest and a mirror of passing 
fashions. 

The Post Office in the City-square, the 
“Yorkshire Post’’ Newspaper Office, re- 
present the mode of 1895. The group of 
buildings near Infirmary-street, compris- 
ing Post Office House (Mr. 8. D. Kitson), 
City Chambers and the Atlas Insurance 
Company’s Office (Messrs. Perkin and 
Bulmer) show what was thought before 
the war. They may be a little florid and 
overdressed, but at least they are not 
untidy. They are all in white glazed 
faience, and still look clean and healthy. 
It is rather surprising that none of the 
recent work uses. this material in the 
more simple manner of the present, to 
which it seems adaptable. 

By the Housing Act of 1925, the build- 
ing of back-to-back: houses was restricted. 
Leeds was notorious as the seat of large 
numbers of these dwellings. The curious 
may see some partially demolished ex- 
amples off Regent-street, near Quarry-hill, 
and observe the very dense housing which 
accompanied the type of shelter. 

To rehouse the displaced tenants the 
corporation has engaged upon large 
schemes under the direction of Mr. 
R. A. H. Livett, the City Housing Direc- 
tor. The .chief of these are the Quarry- 
hill flats and the Gipton housing estate. 

The Quarry-hill flats are situated on a- 
fine site at the termination of the Head- 
row. To build this self-contained estate, 
with its public hall and shopping centre, 
the Mopin system is being’ used. One 
block facing New York-road is practically 
completed and the rest of the scheme is

if when the group of buildings is 
fnished and provided with some contrast 
that they will be reasonably humane. 
At present, although the work has a cer- 
tain dignity, it is of rather a forbidding 
or at hand in Eastgate there is a 
new employment exchange. The building 
is of the familiar neo-Georgian favoured 
by the Office of Works, and of its kind 
a serene example. In the vicinity is the 
Kingston Unity Friendly Society head- 
quarters, a not displeasing Georgian type 
of brick and stone building by Messrs. 
Kirk and Tomlinson; and an interesting 
island petrol-filling station occupied by 
Appleyard of Leeds, which is the work 
of Sir Reginald Blomfield. 

The Gipton housing estate, as its name 
implies, is of the garden village order, and 
although not completed, much of the area 
is now occupied by the tenants. Further 
to assist the housing of the people, the 
Sutton Dwelling Trust have developed 
estates in Selby-road, Halton, and York- 
road, under the guidance of Messrs. Chor- 
ley, Gribbon and Foggitt, of Leeds. 

The district surrounding Quarry-hill is 
the scene of a good deal of development 
in fthe form of new clothing factories, 
garages and warehouses, which will aug- 
ment the employment for the tenants of 
the flats, 

Within the city, Upperhead-row and 
Lowerhead-row have been transformed 
into the Headrow, which joins Park-lane, 
and through Victoria-square passes the 
front of the Town Hall, 

The Headrow has been designed to re- 


as 
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capture some of the elegance of the 
eighteenth century. The result is disap- 
pointing. As isolated buildings, the Leeds 
Permanent Building Society at one ex- 
treme and Lloyds Bank at the Vicar-lane 
end are. well enough, but the transition 
from semi-circular headed openings to 
lintols on the ground floor and the dis- 
continuous upper stories are unhappy. At 
the crown of the hill over which the Head- 
row sweeps, Lewis’s stands in an un- 
finished state. It is understood that the 
proprietors and the Corporation have 
composed their differences and that tlie 
store will be completed in a manner agree- 
able to the interested parties. Owing to 
its situation in the street and its com- 
parative isolation, this store could with 
advantage to the whole act as dominant. 

The Victoria-square, in front of the 
Town Hall, has been remodelled in order 
to improve the traffic arrangements, The 
alterations have been carefully designed 
by Mr. John C. Procter, who has treated 
his retaining walls in the same manner 
as the base of Brodrick’s building. The 
arrangement of the steps has been simpli- 
fied. The whole alteration is very success- 
ful and when time has assimilated the 
new to the old will appear as if it had 
always been intended to be so seen. 

Behind the Town Hall Mr. Vincent 
Harris has designed for the city the new 
Civic Hall. The task was a difficult one; 
the levels of the site are awkward, and 
the situation of the new building in rela- 
tion to the powerful Town Hall not such 
as would be chosen had one a free hand. 
The uses of the building are composite— 
a Council Chamber, a concert hall and 
offices are not easily accommodated in so 
small a compass. 

At the University, Mr. H. V. Lanchester 
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and his partners, as the result of a com- 
petition, have in hand the extension of the 
University Buildings. Of the new work 
the last part to be completed—the Brother- 
ton Library—is to be visited by the Con- 
ference, as also the earlier Chemistry 
Buildings and Engineering Department 
near at hand. 

The neighbourhood of the Infirmary 
contains some recent extensions and 
entirely new buildings. One of the latter 
is the Institute of Pathology, the joint 
work of Mr. J. ©. Procter and Mr. F. L. 
Charlton. It is a long; tall building of 
brick; in it the vertical lines are stressed 
and the intervening surfaces broken by 
projecting brick patterns. Near by is the 
Dental School and Hospital, for which 
Messrs. Kitson, Parish, Ledgard and 
Peyman were the architects. The arches 
are rather red and startling; otherwise the 
elevation is restful. Each of these dis- 
similar buildings was completed a few 
years past. 

Fronting the City-square is now in pro- 
gress the building of the new ‘“ Queen’s 
Hotel”? by Mr. W. H. Hamlyn and Mr. 
Curtis Green. In point of height it is 
probably the loftiest building in the city 
—eight stories, of which apparently some 
seven are devoted to similar bedrooms. 
The front elevation is of reconstructed 
stone slabs and the rear of brick and 
stone. The hundred or more windows to 
the square give one the impression of its 
purpose as a dormitory rather than a place 
of entertainment. 

In the central area several other estab- 
lishments have been put up in the last 
few years. These comprise shop premises 
for Mathias Robinson; the Civil Service 
Furnishing Department, both by Chorley, 
Gribbon and Foggitt. An_ interesting

store is for F. Verity and Sons, hardware 
merchants, No. 1, Call-lane, for which the 
architect was Mr. G. W. Atkinson. It is 
entirely of brick, with green-painted 
metal windows without any divisions, and 
has an éffective lettered fascia in white or 
cream. There are also in Briggate and 
Albion-street new premises of _ the 
multiple firms, Marks and Spencer and 
Austin Reed. : 

In addition several of the building 
societies have rehoused themselves. The 
Legal and General Insurance Office, in 
South-parade, is a building with a black 
base, and three stories in stone over, with 
some trace of the orders in the central 
portion. This is by Messrs. Braithwaite 
and Jackman, who are also building the 
Leeds Provincial Building Society in 
Albion-street. The Leeds and Holbeck 
Building Society is .in the same street 
at the Headrow end of it. 

On the outskirts several churches have 
been recently erected from designs by 
local architects and others. One of these, 
St. Philip’s Church, Osmondthorpe-lane, 
by Mr. F. L. Charlton, was awarded the 
R.I.B.A. . West Yorkshire Architectural 


t 


Medal in 1935. The same architect has 
designed the Church of St. Cross, Middle- 
ton. The Catholic Church of St. Augus- 
tine, Harehills-road, is by Messrs. Chorley, 
Gribbon and Foggitt, who again have 
completed the First Church of Christ 
Scientist, Headingley. The architects of 
the original building, the result of a com- 
petition twenty years ago, were Schofield 
and Berry. Mr. J. S. Wright was the 
author of the Synagogue, Chapeltown- 
road. 

None of the private works is very large. 
Leeds, with the rest of the North, has 
suffered from the recent depression. 

Most of the buildings are variants of the 
Georgian style manner carried out in 
brick and stone in order to conform with 
the Headrow design of Sir Reginald Blom- 
field. Those which are not so bound are 
for the most part emphasised vertically, 
though there is a tendency to horizontal 
interest in some of the recent buildings. 

Over the wide area about Leeds a 
regional survey Has been made in con- 
junction with the City of Bradford. The 
result has been the preservation of re- 
maining amenities and the improvement 
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in the lines of communication in {jy 
neighbourhood. There is also some jing: 
cation of the zoning of industry and hoy: 
ing being put into practice. Furthermons 
the report exposes the physical difficultig, 
which have ordained the lines of the dis. 
trict’s development.

ST. JOHN’S HOUSE, LEEDS. 

“St. John’s House ” was built for the 
trustees of Wades Charity, an old Leeds 
endowment founded in 1530 by Thomas 
Wade, and added to from time to time by 
other bequests. The new building was 
erected to provide a suitable headquarters 
for the trustees when the Mark-lane 
premises were sold as part of the 
Headrow Development. A _ site was 
acquired for the purpose on the widened 
side of Merrion-street (after the genera] 
demolition of old buildings to the south) 
originally occupied by the Synagogue, 
some existing foundations of which wer 
used in the new structure. Its purpose 
was to provide the trustees with a board 
room, with offices for the receiver and 
staff, together with store rooms, etc., and 
to accommodate the drawing office of the 
practice as architect of the Receiver, Mr, 
George W. Atkinson, F.R.I.B.A., who de. 
signed the building. 

The accommodation consists of: Base. 
ment—store-rooms for the plang and 
papers, boiler house, fuel store, wash 
kitchen, w.c.s, etc.; ground floor: 
entrance, general office, private offices, 
lavatories, board room; first floor: private 
office, drawing office, and staff lavatories; 
second-floor: caretaker’s flat, store rooms. 
The designs were submitted to and 
approved by Mr. W. D. Caroe, F.R.I.B.A., 
on behalf of the Charity Commissioners. 

The base of the building is constructed 
in brick, faced with rustic mixed colour 
sand-faced bricks. Above, the building is 
timber framed of English oak baulks with 
adzed face and white vement panels— 
backed with brick. The roof is covered 
with mixed colour Precelly slates laid in 
diminishing courses. The windows are of 
steel, with heavy lead cames in Eliza- 
bethan pattern. The board room and 
private office on the- ground floor are 
panelled in oak, the surface having an 
adzed finish. These rooms have hand- 
finished plasterwork with Tudor enrich- 
ment. The general contractors were 
Messrs. Wm. Thompson and ‘Sons.

Tuts bank -has been erected on 
the site of a former bank, on a 
very valuable site at the junction

materials are Portland stone from 
pavement level to the underside 
of the first-floor -windows, the

pavilions being also in stone, and 
the in-fillng with red sand stock 
brick. The roof is covered with 
Old Delabole slates, with lead 
tolls and enrichments. The whole 
of the windows are in metal, being 
fixed direct into the brick and stone 
jambs and painted cream. 

Over the bank entrance door the 
bank crest is carved, and this is 
gilded. The whole of the external 
joinery work is done in mahogany. 
The lay-out of the bank received 
very careful attention. The banking 
hall, running the full length of the 
Headrow devation and part of 
the Vicar-lane frontage, provides 
accommodation for .six cashiers, 
with the necessary clerks’ space 
behind. The manager’s room 
adjoining opens direct from the 
public space. 
~The treatment of the banking hall 
was kept rather restrained, the 
walls being lined 8ft. high with 
Roman stone of various shades, with 
a black Belgian marble plinth. The 
whole of the fittings, with the 
exception of the counter front itself, 
are carried out in mahogany, all 


this work having been designed by . 


the architects. The upper floors, 
four in all, are divided into offices,. 
to suit the various tenanis, and a 
self-contained caretaker’s flat is 
provided on the top floor, the 
entrance to these being from Vicar- 
e.

Tue Church of St. Cross, Middleton, 
Leeds, was the second church to be com- 
pleted under the Diocese of Ripon Church 
Forward Movement, the first being that 
of St. Philip’s, Osmondthorpe, Leeds. 


The church has a central position on 
the Middleton Housing Estate, and has 
a commanding architectural feature in 
the form of a campanile tower surmounted 
by a Cross rising to the height of 60 feet 
above the surrounding houses. The 
church, externally and internally, is built 
on simple and dignified lines, and has an 
arcaded nave and side aisles, chancel, 
apsidal-shaped sanctuary at the east end, 
and spacious Lady Chapel. Brick is used 
externally, the interior walls being 
plaster, the nave coloured cream and the 
side aisles, sanctuary and Lady Chapel 
ivory white, giving a definite sense of 
space. A light green paint has been intro- 
duced into the colour scheme for the 
internal doors, and this adds a pleasing 


note to the cream and ivory white of the 
walls. 

Special attention has been given to the 
acoustical properties of the church, fibre 
tiles being introduced into the ceiling of 
the nave and chancel to obtain the proper 
acoustical correction of sound, this being 
a very important part of modern church 
design. There is natural lighting from 
groups of windows to each bay in the 
clerestory, and single-light windows to 
each bay in the side aisles. Artificially, 
the church is lighted by reflector lights 
from the ceiling level, and indirect light- 
ing in the Lady Chapel. A baptistery has 
been formed at the west end of the nave, 
and is distinct from’ the nave in that it 
is in an enclosing arcade. At the north- 
east are the choir and clergy vestries, also 
a specially built organ chamber over the 
clergy vestry, opening into the church, 
and entered from the campanile tower. 

A carved altar 10 ft. long, designed by 


the architect, is executed in English oak = 


with four carved oak riddel posts at the 
sides and back, to which are attached« 
green satin curtains on which are printed 
a gold and orange pattern. Leading to 
the altar is a 10-ft. wide carpet of rust 
colour; this carpet has been given as a 
gift to the church. There is also a cre- 
dence table and lectern executed in 
English oak, both designed by the archi- 
tect. The pulpit was an old one used in 
Adel Church, Leeds, and has been given 
as a gift; the font is also a gift from 
Ainderby Steeple, near Northallerton. The 
choir stalls are from the Mission Church 
which has been used for this district; also 
the altar in the Lady Chapel. Chairs are 
being used for the general seating, which 
is just over 500. The general building con- 
tractors were Messrs. J. T. Wright and 
Sons, Limited, of Leeds, and the English 
oak work, designed by the architect, was 
executed by Mr. Robert Thompson, of 
Kilburn, Yorks.

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Tue Blenheim Memorial Institute was started 
during. the years of the War as an amusement centre 
for troops stationed in the Blenheim district in 
Leeds, there being eight other institutes of a similar 
nature in Leeds. Since the War, Blenheim is the 
only one to have survived, and through the enthusiasm 
of the pioneers, has been established in the district 
as a War Memorial Club. The cost of the scheme was 
£3,200. The actual memorial to members who fell in 
the War is embodied in a Memorial Fireplace in the 
lounge. Accommodation includes common-room, 
lounge, billiards room, boys’ club-room, a chess-room, 
kitchen and canteen. On the first floor are offices 
for the Workers’ Educational Associations.

Tue building, for Messrs. Tate of Leeds, Ltd., occupies a 
site area of 1,000 yards super., and is surrounded on three 
sides by streets; on the fourth side is a private road owned 
by the company for external communication between different 
departments and private car park. A covered petrol filling 
station is arranged in the private road 


The levels of the site vary considerably, and at the lowest 
corner of the site the main “approach road bridges a street 
below. Advantage of this has been taken by placing the 
commercial vehicles’ entrance in the lower street, or basement 
level, and the private vehicles’ entrance on the main street, 
or ground-floor level. The stores delivery dock is entered 
from the rear street at the top end of the site, the floor of 
which is on the general ground-floor level, which at the point 
of entry is 3ft. 6in. above street level, and is therefore at 
a convenient level for loading and unloading stores into and 
from vehicles. At the top end of the main front, at a level 
of 3ft. above ground-floor level, is the entrance to the ramp, 
which is used for cars being driven to the upper floors. In 
the basement is arranged the commercial vehicles repair shop. 


On the ground floor have been arranged the showrooms 
along the frontage, stores and sales departments, waiting-room 
and works manager’s office, reception and despatch, inspection 
and suspended pit, greasing and car-wash. 


On the first floor are the general offices, board room and 
directors’ offices, and second-hand cars. The second floor 
accommodates the paint shop and repair shop; the third floor 
the showroom; and the fourth floor the works ‘canteen and 
used-car showroom—an electric car hoist and passenger lift 
serving all floors. 


The building is constructed of reinforced concrete, the two 
principal elevations being faced with sand-faced bricks and 
terra-cotta dressings, and the remainder rendered in coloured 
cement. Internally the concrete is left in the form as from 
striking the shuttering, and treated with water paint, except- 
ing the offices and showrooms, which are in various finishes. 
Floor finishes are cement, terrazzo and wood-block. The 
internal screens are all glazed, and the maximum amount of 
natural window light is provided to give adequate illumination 
to the works. The general contractor was Mr. Samuel 
Flockton, of Leeds; and the reinforced concrete work was 
executed by Messrs. 8. McFarlane, Ltd., also of Leeds.

Tur low-lying site necessitated the 
placing of the principal rooms on the 
first floor, in order to obtain a view 
ovcr the course. The locker rooms and 
lavatories are on the ground floor, and 
the steward’s flat built as a separate 
unit on the second floor. The staircase 
forms the main feature of the eleva- 
tion, whilst a secondary stair com- 
pletely enclosed in glass gives direct 
access from the men’s locker room to 
the lounge and smoke-room. A service 
stair also connects each floor with the 
caretaker’s flat. 

The large windows and long balcony 
overlooking the course are the natural 
result of the use of the first floor for 
the social rooms and form an eminently 
desirable amenity for the members. 
The dining-room, lounge, ladies’ lounge 
and smoke-room are directly connec- 
ted with the balcony, which can be 
covered by sunblinds incorporated in 
the transom of the windows. The 
large room on the first floor can either 
be sub-divided by means of curtains or

opened up for dancing and other social 
requirements. 


The kitchen is well appointed, and 
contains an “‘ Aga ” cooker and ample 
cupboard and working space. The ad- 
joining service bar serves directly into 
three rooms. 

The lavatories are tiled throughout 
in ivory and green. 

Other rooms are secretary’s office, 
committee room, drying chambers, 
beer cellar and heating chamber. 


The heating is by low-pressure hot- 
water system, supplemented by fire- 
places in the ladies’ lounge, smoke- 
room, and steward’s flat. 


The club house is built in brick 
cavity-walling on a reinforced concrete 
frame, faced with rustic bricks in a 
combination of straw thatch, farm- 
house brown, greys and greens. The 
surround to the staircase window is 
cement rendered, while the stone dress- 
ings are in a reconstructed Darley Dale 
stone.

In the design of this hospital it has been 
the aim of the architects, in close co-opera- 
tion with the Board of Control, to carry out 
to the utmost the ideals of the Mental 
Treatment Act of 1930. Sir Laurence Brock, 
Chairman of the Board, when laying the 
foundation-stone of the hospital on June 20, 
1934, stated that the legalisation of the title 
**Mental Hospital’? in that Act was not 
merely a change of name, but a change of 
spirit ; it was ‘‘ the definite adoption of a new 
objective; the remedial treatment of mental 
disorder, and not merely its custodial care. 
That is the keynote of the whole design of 
Runwell.’”’ Sir Laurence Brock’s ideal has 
been the inspiration of the committee and the 
architects, and it has resulted in the buildings 
now completed. 

Everything has been done with the aim of 
convincing both patients and the public that 
mental and nervous diseases must be treated 
with intensive care, scientific research, and 
unbounded optimism, so as to show actual 
remedial results and a restoration to normal 
health. 

In order to embody the latest results of 
planning in this highly technical healing plant, 
Mr. Elcock (of the firm of Messrs. Elcock & 
Sutcliffe, the architects) visited similar hos- 
pitals all over this country and on the Con- 
tinent and in the United States. The result 
of this research is* visible in the many new 
details of plan and general arrangement which 
are embodied in the various units. 

A close collaboration with the Board of 
Control, the Joint Committee formed by the 
boroughs of East Ham and Southend, and the 
Medical Superintendent, Dr. Strom-Olsen, 
along with the technical skill of the contrac- 
tors, has assisted the-architects to bring to 
fruition a scheme which it is hoped may 
initiate useful precedents for future buildings 
of this type. 


The Site. 

The new Hospital for Mental and Nervous 
Diseases at Runwell is situated on a site of 
500 acres between Wickford and Rettendon,

Essex, about 24 miles from East Ham and 
12 miles from Southend. The buildings are 
magnificently placed on a slight slope open to 
the south, and sheltered from the east, north 
and west by rising and well-wooded ground. 

A fine reinforced concrete road has been 
constructed leading from the main road up 
to the administration unit and to the goods 
yard, and from this road and its subsidiary 
roads the buildings are widely spaced so as 
to allow for ample admission of sunlight to 
the grounds and buildings, and in this way 
it is hoped that an atmosphere may be en- 
gendered of light and airy buildings without 
obtrusive restraint and a freedom from the 
‘* institutional feeling.’’ Wide verandahs with 


large solaria form a feature of the patients’ 
units, and airy rooms with French windows 
enable the patients to feel that they are in 
a sanatorium rather than a great institution. 

The hospital accommodates 1,032 patients, 
and forms a fully equipped community of 
perhaps 1,500 people, with some 40 to 50 
separate units, each specially planned for its 
purpose. 

CENTRAL ADMINISTRATION Unit.—The main 
entrance has the superintendent’s office, the 
committee room and other offices placed on 
each side of the entrance, and a central corri- 
dor leads directly to the recreation hall. On 
either side of the corridor are placed clerical 
offices and waiting-rooms, with a_ well-

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equipped central library for the use of the 
patients. and staff. 

THe Recreation Haty.—This hall has 
ample cloakrooms for both sexes on either 
side of the entrance, with a large supper- 
room at one end, which can be used for 
lectures, as well as during times for recrea- 
tion. It has a properly equipped stage at one 
end, with dressing-rooms, and at the other 
end a first-class modern cinema projector with 
sound reproduction has been arranged. 

The scheme of decoration is simple, and, 
combined with the lighting, gives an ex- 
tremely pleasant appearance at night. 


KitcHEN AND StorEes.—The circuit of work 
in this department has been the subject of 
extremely careful study, and an endeavour 
has been made to depart from stereotyped 
lines and initiate a system of stores, prepara- 
tion rooms and cooking units, which will all 
lead naturally to the dispatch of the food 
trolleys. These trolleys are brought into a 
special bay, divided by rails with electric 
power plugs, so that the trolleys form up 
naturally into service bays which allow for 
easy loading. By the arrangement of the 
preparation rooms at the exit from the food 
stores, as little food preparation as possible 
is done in the actual cooking unit itself. 

A properly equipped bakery, with bread 
cooling-room, is placed adjacent to the 
kitchen, with a large flour-store over same. 
It should be noted that on the south side of 
the kitchen a small club-room is arranged for 
the staff, with a service room and shop for 
the use of the inmates. 

Borer- AND Power-Hovusse.—This has been 
placed at the north of the administration 
unit, and forms a distinctive feature of the 
whole group of buildings, with its large 
water-softening tanks and boiler-house chim- 
ney. The plant itself is more fully described 
in the engineering details. 

Launpry.—On the east side of the stores 
is situated the laundry, which, again, has 
been particularly planned so as to allow for 
easy administration and a proper circuit of 
operations. 

OccupaTionAL WorxksHops.—These are 
situated on the west side of the administra- 
tion unit, surrounding a courtyard, and they 
have been very carefully studied as regards 
plan and fittings so as to incorporate the 
very best ideas in this very important part 
of modern mental therapy. 

Quter AND EmpLoyasBLe Uwnrrs.—These 
units are placed to the east and west of the 
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THE BOILE% HOUSE. 


central administration buildings, which thus 
form a natural dividing line between the two 
sexes, and each unit has been planned in 
accordance with the latest suggestions of the 
Board of Control. ‘The absence of internal 
corridors is one of the main features, with 
easy supervision by a minimum staff. 


Parote Patients.—To the north of the 
central units are placed detached houses, 
accommodating those patients who require 
less observation and treatment than other 
units, and they are adjacent to the occupa- 
tional workshops, laundry and sewivg room, 
with ample garden space for their special use. 


Sick Hosprrat.—Immediately south of the 
central administration unit is placed the sick 
hospital, which includes accommodation for 
any of the staff, who are placed in a central 
building, and at the extremity of each wing 
separated pavilions have been planned to 
accommodate isolation and _ tuberculous 
patients. 


DisTurBED AND Hestiess Patrents.—This 
unit is placed in a detached position, to the 
extreme west of the other buildings, and has 
been carefully planned so as to give the oppor- 
tunity for classification into different groups, 
and is in accordance with the most modern 
suggestions for the treatment of this type of 
patient. 


Apmission Hospirat.—This building has 


‘been placed well to the east of the main 


drive to the hospital, so that it may be used 
for voluntary patients, not necessarily certi- 
fiable, and is specially equipped with very 
complete laboratory and research depart- 
ments, and with the special baths applicable 
for mental treatment. 


The whole of the planning has been arranged 
io make this building particularly light, 
sunny and airy, with ample verandahs and 
solaria, so as to give every facility for open- 
air treatment. The special arrangement of 
the cantilevered verandah roofs, without sup-

adjacent wards. 

Adjacent to the admission hospital are 
situated certain detached units ‘for con- 
valescent and special nerve patients, and 
space has been left for further buildings if 
required. 

Nursss’ Home.—This building is placed to 
the west of the main entrance drive, and is 
fully equipped to accommodate 126 nurses, 
with every facility for recreation, and com- 
fortable surroundings. 

Resrpences, Houses anp Corraces.—The 
residences for the superintendent and assistant 
physicians and the matron are placed on each 
side of the main entrance drive, with their 
own private gardens. The houses and cottages 
for the steward, the engineer and the 
remainder of the staff are approachable from 
the outside of the entrance gates, towards the 
west. 

Farm Burprncs.—Situated on the hill to 
the north-west of the site is a well-arranged 
group of farm buildings, with cottages for 
the bailiff and farm staff, with ample room 
for further developments. 

Furniture.—Practically the whole of the 
furniture has been specially designed for the 
hospital by the architects, and a number of 
new methods of construction have beeu 
devised so as to allow for extreme ease in 
cleaning. 


Engineering Services. 

All the essential power and domestic ser- 
vices, such as electricity, steam, hot and cold 
water and central heating, have their nucleus 
in the power house unit. Within this build- 
ing four economic steam boilers are accommo- 
dated, complete with modern arrangements 
for mechanical firing and coal handling. 

High-pressure steam is utilised to drive the 
engines and generators for electrical energy, 
and the exhaust steam from these passes on to 
the calorifier room to be used for heating and 
hot-water services. In this room are four 
large calorifiers, complete with pumps for cir- 
culating the hot water for heating and 
domesiic purposes to all units spread over a 
large site area. The condensed steam from 
the calorifiers is returned to the boilers, so 
that little heat is lost and the efficiency of the 
whole plant maintained as high as possible, 
so effecting economy of fuel cost. 

The power house is run day and night con- 
tinuously, the plant comprising three steam 
and two oil generating sets operating without 
a main battery, but for emergency service a 
small battery is provided in the administra- 
tion unit for the supply of secondary lighting 
in the operating theatre and recreation hall. 

Full advantage of the low cost of genera- 
tion of electricity resulting from the use of 
the power available in the heating system has 
been taken by the installation of electric cook- 
ing apparatus throughout the hospital and 
the residences, and for supplemental electric 
heating in residences and a few positions in 
the hospital units. 

In the water tower, of which the tall 
chimney forms the central feature, the water- 
treatment plant and the main storage tanks 
are erected. The water being very hard, a 
water-treatment plant is installed dealing 
with approximately 25,000 gallons per day. 
Two large storage tanks are provided for the 
supply of the whole of the hospital, other than 
drinking water, which is served direct from 
the water company’s main. Water is brought 
to the hospital from the South Essex Water 
Company’s nearest main, a distance of nearly 
five miles. .A system of pipes serving the fire 
hydrants is distributed over the whole 
hospital site. 

The hot-water and heating service pipes are 
carried from the power house in reinforced 
concrete underground pipeways to all the 
separate buildings. The whole system of pipes 
is divided and sub-divided into sections for 
isolation and repair. The longest run of 
piping is that to the male nerve vnit, the 
total length to and from the power house 
being not less than one mile. In all, approxi- 
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mately 40 miles of piping have been used to 
supply the various services, the piping vacy- 
ing in size from 12 in. to 4 in. diameter. 

The central heating is provided by ho-- 
water radiators and suriace panels, etc. In 
all a total of approximately 50,000 square fee: 
of heating surface has been used, and the 
circuits to each building are sectionised for 
repairs and isolation to ensure the minimum 
cessation of the services in cases of accident. 

All electrical services between buildings are 
by armoured cables laid direct in the ground. 
A feature of the electric lighting system is 
the employment of ceiling type fittings 
throughout with only minor exceptions. 

The auxiliary electric services include a 
private automatic telephone system linking 
the various buildings, a synchronised electric 
clock system, a centralised wireless system 
with loud speakers in the various units and « 
limited number of headphones at bed positions 
in the sick hospital, and also a fire alarm 
system. 

The special departments essential to the 
working of the hospital comprise the central 
main kitchen, cold storage, laundry, operating 
theatre, sterilising apparatus, etc., and in 
each case the most efficient and up-to-date 
equipment has been adopted. 

In the main kitchen the boiling pans, hot 
cupboards and steaming ovens are supplied 
with steam from the main boilers, all the other 
apparatus being electrically heated, whereas 
the nurses’ home is equipped with an all- 
electric kitchen. Other services include elec- 
trical. apparatus in the sub-kitchens of the 
various units and an all-electric bakery. 

For the distribution of food from the main 
kitchen to the various units, electrically. 


. heated food trolleys are provided, these being 


transported on trailers drawn by electrically 
driven tractors. 

Another feature is the staff shop adjacent 
to the kitchen. This is fully equipped with a 
separate steam buffet for the use of the staff 
in the supper room or on the occasion of 
concerts in the recreation hall. This latter 
hall is provided with mechanical ventilation 
apparatus. It is also equipped with a dual 
projector ‘‘ talkie ’? equipment and a complete 
multi-colour stage-light:ng installation. 

Convenient to the kitchen is situated the 
cold-storage department, consisting of several 
large store rooms, in which the air is kept at 
low temperature to preserve the various kinds 
of food. Modern plant is installed to deal 
with this duty, and is automatically controlled 
throughout. Ice-making plant is also 
installed. 

Beyond the power house is the laundry, 
which has been specially designed to deal with 
the various types of laundry work met with 
in this class of hospital. The lay-out is such 
as to permit a continuous movement of pro- 
cesses from the receiving rooms to the 
despatch rooms. The laundry is capable of 
dealing with 40,000 pieces of work per week, 
and a epecial department and machinery 
deals entirely with the foul and contaminated 
Jaundry work 

Situated in the sick hospital unit is the 
operating theatre and the sterilising section. 
The apparatus installed for this purpose is of 
the most modern design and incorporates the 
latest refinements. The whole is flush fitted, 
thus obviating dust-collecting surfaces and, at 
the same time, access is available at the rear 
without the necessity of entering the theatre. 
The appliances are rustless and easily cleaned. 
and a full complement of utensils is provided 
for each and every purpose. 

The heating of the operating theatre is by 
steam, with flush wall panels and radiators 
having air filters. A mechanical ventilation 
system is provided to ensure purity of the air. 


Sewace Disposat.—The rain water is col- 
lected, as far as possible, into large storage 
tanks, from which it can be pumped for 
various services. The foul sewage and wastes 
are taken to the south-east corner of the site, 
from which they are conveyed to the sewage 
disposal works, situated to the south, close to 
the River Crouch, into which the effluent is 
discharged after bacterial treatment. 
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The architects for the hospital are Mesers. 
Elcock and Sutcliffe, FF.R.IB.A., of 
London, and the contract has been carried 
out by Messrs. John Mowlem and Co., Ltd., 
of London. The consulting engineers for the 
power plant, heating, hot-water and ven- 
tilating equipments were Messrs. E. Wing- 
field-Bowles and Partners, of London, the 
contractors for this work being Messrs. H. W. 
Dutton and Co., Ltd., London. 

The consulting engineer for the electrical 
plant, equipment and services was Mr. E. W. 
Dorey,- A.M.LE.E., London, the electrical 
contractors being Messrs. Bell Bros., Ltd.. of 
— 

e quantity surveyors responsible for the 
whole of the work ives basa Main Gardiner 
and Theobald, of London. 

The clerks of works who have been respon- 
sible for general oversight were Messrs. J. E. 
Tanner and T. M. Winterburn. The general 
foreman who has been responsible to Mesers. 
John Mowlem and Co., Ltd., for the carrying 
out of the work was Mr. L. Shackell. 


{In addition to the general contractors and 
those already mentioned, almost 50 sub-con- 
tractors have been employed on the work. 


The total amount of the contract, including 
all the constructional work involved, together 
with the heating, ventilation, cooking and 
laundry plant, electrical plant and equipment, 
farm buildings, roads, and general lay-out of 
the grounds, amounts to a sum of approxi- 
mately £552,530. 

The bricks used were ‘‘ Burwell Flushed 
Whites,” of which nearly four million were 
supplied by Fison, Packard and Prentice to 
the order of Messrs. Ames and Finnis.

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THE 1936 FORM OF SUB-CONTRACT FOR BUILDING—V 


By W.T. CRESWELL, K.C., and NORMAN P. GREIG, B.A., Barrister-at-Law. 


Clause 11.—Sub-contractor’s Claim to 
Rights and Benefits under the Main 
Contract. 

By this clause the contractor binds himself, 
so far as he lawfully can, at the sub-contrac- 
tor’s request and costs, to obtain for him any 
rights or benefits of the main contract apply- 
ing tg the sub-contract works, but not other- 
wise. 

Under the corresponding Clause 7 of the 
1935 Form, these rights and benefits were to 
accrue to the sub-contractor when applicable. 
To both forms a footnote is appended to the 
effect that under the main (or principal) con- 
tract, in certain events, the employer may 
have the power of paying sub-contractors 
direct. (See Sub-clause (b) of Clause 15 of the 
1931 Form of Building Contract.) 


Clause 12.—Contractor’s Right to Deduction 
or Set-off. 

Under this clause the contractor is given 
the right (notwithstanding anything con- 
tained in the sub-contract) to deduct from or 
set-off against any money due from him to 
the sub-contractor (retention money included) 
any sums for which the sub-contractor is 
liable to the contractor for damages or other- 
wise under the sub-contract. 

The clause replaces Clause 9 of the 1935 
Form, under which the contractor can deduct 
sums as above for which the sub-contractor 
is liable to the contractor in respect ‘‘ of any 
breach of this sub-contract or otherwise.” 


Clause 13.—Right of Access of Contractor 
and Architect. 

This is an elaboration of Clause 10 of the 
1935 Form. By the present clause, contractor 
and architect are given the right of access to 
any work. which is ‘‘ being prepared for or 
will be utilised ’ in the sub-contract works. 


Clause 14.—Sub-letting. 

This clause forbids sub-letting the whole or 
part of the sub-contract works without the 
written consent of the contractor and the 
architect, etc., but should there be a difference 
of opinion between contractor and architect 
in regard to the consent being given, or pre- 
sumably as to whether it is arbitrarily or 
unreasonably withheld, ‘‘ the opinion of the 
architect is to prevail.’’ These words are not 
found in Clause 11 of the 1935 Form. Under 
that clause the consent is not to be unreason- 
ably withheld to the prejudice of the sub- 
contractor. Under the 1935 Form, a dispute 
as to the reasonableness of sub-letting would 
probably be a matter for arbitration under 
Clause 18 of that sub-contract. 


Clause 15.—Provision of Water, etc., for 
the Sub-contract Works. 

_ The clause places an obligation upon the 
contractor to supply at his own expense all 
necessary water, lighting, watching and 
attendance for the purposes of the sub- 
contract works, if and so far as these facilities 
are provided for in the main contract (see 
Clause 3 of the 1931 Form of Building Con- 
tract). This clause replaces the first part of 
Clause 12 of the 1935 Form, ‘‘ watching,” 
however, being added. [See Clause 18.] 


Clause 16.—Sub-contractor’s User of Scaf- 
folding of Contractor. 

Under this clause, the sub-contractor, his 
employees and workmen, for the purposes of 
the sub-contract works (but only for that pur- 
pose), are entitled, in common with others 
having a like right, to use any scaffolding 
belonging to and remaining for the time being 
erected by the contractor. But if so used, 
there is no warranty created or implied on 
the part of the contractor (or his sub-con- 
tractors), with regard to the fitness and suit- 
ability of the scaffolding. The sub-contractor 
assumes the sole liability in case of claims 
for damages for accidents in connection with 
the user by himself, his employees or work- 
men, and he (the sub-contractor) further 


agrees to indemnify the contractor against all 





such claims, legal proceedings and costs and 
expenses in connection with them. 

Under the corresponding Clause 12 of the 
1935 Form, which the present clause replaces, 
not only is the sub-contractor held solely 
responsible for accidents arising from the use 
of the scaffolding, but the duty is cast upon 
him of satisfying himeelf that the scaffolding 
is fit and proper to be used by himself, -his 
employees or workpeople. In any case, as the 
liability for accidents is his, he would 
naturally take that precaution. 


Clause 17.—Contractor and Sub-contractor 
Not to Make Wrongful User or Inter- 
ference with the Property of the Other. 

This clause provides that neither the con- 
tractor nor sub-contractor (their servants or 
agents) must make wrongful use or interfere 
with the plant, ways, scaffolding, temporary 
works, appliances or other property belonging 
to the other, nor do anything which would 
constitute a breach or infringement of any 

Act of Parliament, by-law, regulation, order 

or rule made under any Act, or made by a 

local, public or other competent authority. 

The above, however, is. not to prejudice or 
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limit any rights of either the contractor or 
sub-contractor to carry out their duties under 
the main contract. 

The above is substantially Clause 13 of the 
1935 Form, which it 1eplaces. 


Clause 18.—Temporary Workshops, etc. 

The clause provides that, unless otherwise 
provided in the main contract, the sub-cou 
tractor must, at his own expense, provide and 
erect all necessary workshops, sheds or other 
butidings, and the contractor is to decide upon 
their site and must give all reasonable facilities 
to the sub-contractor for their erection. 

The corresponding Clause 14 of the 1935 
Form is substantially the same as above. The 
sub-contractor should see for himself whether 
the workshops, sheds, etc., are, in fact, pro- 
vided under the principal contract, such 
information being usually contained in the 
preliminaries of the specification or (when pro- 
vided) in the Preliminary Bill of the Bills of 
Quantities and not in the principal contract 
document itself. Clause 14 contains the 
further provision that the sub-contractor is to 
provide the fuel, lighting and watching neces- 
sary for the execution of the sub-contract 
works and any authorised variations of them. 
This requirement is not reproduced in 
Clause 18 of the 1936 Form, but ‘‘ watching ”’ 
is included in Clause 15 (which see above). 


COMPETITION FOR ESTATE LAY-OUT, N. FORELAND 


FoLtLowinG is the report of the assessor, 
Mr. W. R. Davidge, F.R.1.B.A., M.T.P.I., in 
the competition for the planning of a portion 
of the late Lord Northcliffe’s North Foreland 
Estate, for Broadstairs and St. Peter’s 
U.D.C. The winning design was illustrated 
in our last issue :— 

I have to report that I have made a careful 
examination of the 19 designs submitted in 
competition in response to the invitation of 
the Council. ... Many of the competitors 
have given most careful thought to the prob- 
lem, and in some cases the amount of work 
which has been put in by the competitor is 
very much more than the Council could reason- 
ably have anticipated. 

The problem to be solved was primarily a 
question of obtaining a suitable lay-out for 
the development of a residential estate in the 
ownership of the Council, and that such lay- 
out should be both attractive and reasonably 
economical in execution. The competitors 
were further asked to make suggestions as to 
the use and ultimate lay-out of pleasure- 
gardens at Joss Bay, between Northforeland 
Hill and the cliff, with facilities for car-park- 
ing. The ideas of the competitors with regard 
to this piece of land will be found to vary 
very greatly, but many of the suggestions will 
be found to be of great interest. Perspective 


‘drawings were not asked for, but some of the 


competitors have supplied sketch perspectives 
and outline drawings of various recreational 
buildings suggested in their designs. 

It will be remembered that a public footpath 
to the Northforeland Lighthouse crosses the 
main site in a diagonal direction, and the 
diversion or preservation of this footpath 
has given rise to a number of ingenious solu- 
tions, many of which have considerable merit. 
The fact that the site at the corner of Elm- 
wood-avenue and Northforeland Hill is in other 
ownership has added to the difficulties of some 
of the competitors, but in these cases a very 
slight adjustment can in most cases be made 
which will in no way affect the value of the 
design. 

The presentation of the designs generally is 
of a high standard. Detailed estimates were 
not called for, but competitors were asked to 
indicate the approximate cost. It will be 
found as to the lay-out of the main estate 
and the roads and sewers involved, that the 
estimates of the various competitors compare 
very favourably. Other items suggested by 
various competitors such as_ bathing-pools, 
pavilions and bandstands are ‘so varied that 
no comparison can reasonably be made in this 
respect. .The Council will, however, find many 
valuable suggestions for their future considera- 
tion. 

The design to which the first premium is 


awarded is No. 16, Mr. Seth Stephens, which 
provides an attractive and reasonably economi- 
cal lay-out for the main estate as well as a 
very comprehensive suggestion for the ulti- 
mate development of the sea-front. The 
author submits two alternatives, A and B, of 
which his original design A is to be preferred. 
As drawn, this necessitates the acquisition of 
a portion of the land not in the Council’s 
ownership, but this can be adjusted if neces- 
sary without affecting the merits of the 
author’s design. Certain of the road gradients 
might also be adjusted with advantage. The 
total number of houses under Scheme A is 
490. It will be noted that the author has 
provided for a quiet residential estate, avoid- 
ing through roads, but providing a central 
** Crescent Drive,’’ with site for a church or 
other public building. The aspect provided for 
the majority of the building plots should be 
excellent and provide for good views seaward. 

The lay-out of the pleasure-gardens and pro- 
menade is, perhaps, rather. ambitious for 
present-day requirements, but, in a matter of 
this kind, the long view is always worth while. 
The Council are not committed to execute any 
of the buildings, but the lay-out of the 
gardens should be directed with a view to 
the reservation of the essential sites. 

The second premium is awarded to design 
No. 4, Mr. R. J. S. Roberts, A.R.I.B.A.— 
This provides a well-considered lay-out inci- 
dentally including service roads along the 
frontage of Northforeland Hill and also along 
Elmwood-avenue. Sites are provided for a 
hall, school, and two churches. The diver- 
sion of the public footpath is simply effected. 
The lay-out of the pleasure-gardens is good, 
and the improved way down to Joss Bay is 
worthy of note. It has not been thought 
advisable to provide a shopping centre in the 
lay-out of the main estate, and in this I think 
the author is right. 

The third premium is awarded to design No. 
17, Mr. Nicholas H. N. Darley, A.R.I.B.A., 
and Miss Gwenith Hill.—This design is excel- 
lently rendered, and provides a good lay-out, 
although no sites have been reserved for pos- 
sible public buildings. It deals with the prob- 
lem in a very practical way. 

In addition to the three premiated designs, 
I feel that special commendation is due to 
some of the other entrants, and I commend 
the following to the Council’s consideration :— 

No. 13. Mr. Stanley R. Miller, F.R.I.B.A. 

No. 15. Messrs. V. A. Jolley, A.R.I.B.A., 
and D. R. Errington. 

I also desire to commend No. 18, Messrs. 
Fawcett Martindale and C. I. Wylie,

SIXTEENTH ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 


THe sixteenth annual general aprey | of the 


Building Surveyors’ Association was held in 
the Council Chamber, Town Hall, Southport, on 
Saturday, June 5, when Mr. 8. D. Studd, 
building surveyor, of Manchester, delivered 
his presidential address, 

Mr. A. Vernon (Stretford), pending Mr. 
Studd’s eventual accession to it, occupied 
the chair in the regrettable absence, through 
ill-heaith, of Mr. H. G. Stone, the retiring 
president, 


The Public Health Act, 1936, 

Mr. Studd said that though building sur- 
veyors individually might hold varying views 
with respect to the merits of the various 
provisions of the Public Health Act, as a 
body of officers responsible for administering 
a not inconsiderable portion of it they 
welcomed the simplification of the public 
health law relating to the control of building 
operations contained in this consolidating 
measure. Time would give no opportunity 
for dealing with many important sections of 
the Public Health Act, and he would have to 
content himself with touching upon but a few 
of them. In s. 43 (closet accommodation to 
be provided for new buildings), no mention 
was made of the provision of chemical closets, 
and a question which arose in the mind was 
whether local authorities would accept this 
type of closet as affording satisfactory 
accommodation. The building surveyor of the 
purely rural area could probably give a more 
convincing answer to this query than could 
the speaker, for he would have had many 
years’ experience of the relative efficiency 
of this form of closet. 

As to what might be deemed to he 
“* sufficient and suitable accommodation ”’ in 
the way of sanitary conveniences for the pur- 
poses of s. 22, Public Health Acts Amend- 
ment Act, 1890, there existed the terms of 
the Sanitary Accommodation Order of 1903 
made by the Home Secretary under the pro- 
visions of s, 9, Factory and Workshop Act, 
1901, but no such guide appeared to be in 
contemplation for the purposes of the new 
section, and a standard of “ satisfactory 
accommodation ’’ which could be laid’ down 
and applied would be useful both to the local 
authority and to any court of summary juris- 
diction by which matters in dispute under 
this section might have to be determined. 


(s. 44/1936 suffered similarly from this 
deficiency). 
Building surveyors’ generally would 


welcome the provisions of s. 53 (building 
constructed of materials which are short- 
lived, etc.). A difficulty which might con- 
tinue related to those temporary erections 
which might not, for the purposes of this 
Act, come within the unexpressed definition 
of “‘ building.”” Building surveyors were 
only too familiar with the multiplicity of 
such erections, over which there would still 
appear to be no control exercisable. Section 55 
(means of access to houses for removal of 
refuse, etc.) might not be so effective as 
appeared, for there were classes of buildings 
under clause 2 of the present Model By-laws 
—and there would, no doubt, be a similar 
clause in the new series shortly to be issued— 
which were exempted buildings and which 
(except that they were prohibited from being 
erected on the statutory open spaces pro- 
vided in connection with domestic buildings) 
might possibly be erected in such a position 
in relation to the honse that the object of 
s. 55 might be defeated. It might have been 
an advantage, therefore, if there had been 
added a sub-section giving the local authority 
power to reject plans of buildings intended 
to be erected in connection with a house 
unless it was shown that satisfactory means 
of access from the house, etc.. would be pro- 
vided. This provision could, however, be 
inserted when by-laws ‘were made under 
s. 61/1936. A point to have regard to, 
though, was that. there was no obligation for 
the receptacle for refuse to be provided in 
the rear of the house; it would be perfectly 


in accordance with the law to place this in 
such a position in relation to the house that 
there would be no occasion for those whose 
duty it was to collect it for emptying to 
pass to the rear of the house. There appeared 
to be a weakness in s. 58 (dangerous and 
dilapidated buildings and structures) in that 
no provision was made to deal with buildings 

which were dangerous to pedestrians. 8 

citizens and pedestrians, we had a right to 

expect that the law should protect us from 

the risk attending upon buildings in a 

dangerous state. °¢ 

8. 59 (Exits, entrances, etc., in the case of 
certain buildings), unlike s. 36, Public Health 
Acts Amendment Act, 1890, did not contain 
the definition of a place of public resort. 
This was a disadvantage. For the purposes 
of s. 36/1890, at least one local authority had 
made regulations setting forth its require- 
ments in some detail. The terms of these 
regulations had been of some value to- the 
speaker, but he questioned whether the local 
authority had the right in law, as it pur- 
ported to do, to make regulations on the 
subject-matter of s. 36/1890. However, he 
thought ‘it would be of assistance to local 
authorities and architects if s. 59/1936 did 
empower the local authority to make such 
regulations for the purposes of the section; 
as it was, a local authority would still be bereft 
of such power, and in his opinion the section 
was deficient accordingly. 

S. 61 (By-laws as to buildings and sanita- 
tion) was a considerable advance on the 
existing provisions of the public health acts 
empowering a local authority to make by-laws 
with respect to these matters. The most im- 
portant changes were the introduction of 
power to make by-laws regarding materials 
of construction, the lighting of buildings and 
the dimensions of habitable rooms. The new 
Model By-laws would afford guidance as to 
what extent by-laws would be permitted to 
control these several additional matters. 

S. 68 (Temporary operation of building 
by-laws) would result in the revision, within 
three years from July 31 last, of all building 
by-laws in the country and revision there- 
after — decade. ‘This should remove the 
criticism frequently voiced by architects and 
builders that building by-laws, being 
obsolete, were an impediment to building. It 
was certainly true that by-laws should keep 
pace with scientific progress in the building 
industry, and the provisions of the section 
were therefore the more welcome to those 
whose duty it was to administer them. 

Model Clauses of the Ministry of Health for 
use in the preparation of planning 
schemes. 

C. 18 (Construction of streets by owners) 
and the particulars of the First Schedule 
referred to in the clause set out a number of 
street types which in some cases were a con- 
siderable improvement upon many streets 
required under by-laws. It was surprising 
how great a number of development plans 
were received by planning authorities 
indicating widths of streets out of all propor- 
tion to the amount of traffic such streets 
would ever be called upon to accommodate. 
Speculative builders, often ill-advised pro- 
fessionally regarding their estate layouts, con- 
fined themselves to widths of streets required 
under by-laws, thereby adding unnecessarily 
to their own expense in forming the streets 
and - incidentally transferring to the local 
authority a burden in.respect of maintenance. 
This could be obviated if developers would 
pay some regard to the interpretation of the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1932. 

C. 38 dealt with the number of flats which 
might be erected. Building surveyors gener- 
ally had experienced some difficulty in dealing 
with this question, due perhaps to the 
absence of any definite guide in earlier issues 
of the Model Clauses. Many methods 


employed in the past, although having dealt 
adequately with limitation of height (as in 
the case of large blocks in residential areas), 
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had overlooked the important question of 
space about buildings. The stiffening of the 
limitation of the proportion of sites which 
might be jouapidd by buildings had done 
something to assist in providing more space 
about residential buildings. . In ester, 
a method which had so far proved satisfactor 
was one in which limitation of height of build- 
ings was controlled by the distances of the 
building from the centre of surrounding 
streets and from other boundaries of the site. 
Distances between separate blocks bore rela- 
tion to the heights of the blocks. Exceptions 
to the rules were made where the external 
walls did not contain windows of habitable 
rooms. 

Although the clause left the planning 
authority to decide what was a proper popu- 
lation standard to be applied to flats, the 
Advisory Committee recommended that 100 
persons per acre would be a. reasonable 
maximum in normal suburban density zones 
of 8 or 12 houses to the acre. During recent 
months, the speaker had examined a number 
of plans of flats, in every case of which there 
nem been adequate provision of space, light 
and air on the basis of the above described 
method of control, and population density 
ranged between 190 and 306 persons per acre. 
He expressed the opinion that the original 
method of establishing a ratio between flats 
and houses was an unsatisfactory solution of 
the question of flat density and was inclined to 
the view, expressed in the latter part of the 
clause, that the control of size and external 
appearance was probably the most effective 
method of all. 

C. 45 (external appearance of buildings). 
It would be noted that the power of con- 
trolling the external appearance of buildings 
might not necessarily be exercised over the 
whole of the planned area; usually it would 
not be appropriate in zones which were 
primarily industrial. It was also suggested 
that such control might sometimes be de- 
sirable even in these zones because the stan- 
dard of existing factory development was 
high and ought to be maintained. Was it 
not desirable that control should be exercised 
in zones which were primarily industrial and 
where a very general appearance of existing 
factory Pater rene was of a very low stan- 
dard? The speaker considered it to be the 
intention of the Act to raise the standard 
rather than to perpetuate the many archi- 
tectural monstrosities that were to be seen 
im most industrial areas. The majority of 
local authorities who were also planning 
authorities, being without the services of 
qualified architectural advisers, would find 
the suggestion of referring this question of 
the external appearance of buildings to a 
tribunal or panel of architects of inestimable 
value. 

With respect to planning generally, the 
speaker reminded his listeners that the 
present Act had been in operation for nearly 
five years and that planning authorities all 
over the country had been and were pre- 
paring schemes, many of which had _ been 
approved by the Ministry of Health. Build- 
ing surveyors, who might have assisted in the 
preparation of schemes, had had an oppor- 
tunity of examining the scope and _possi- 
bilities of the Act. It was at the moment the 
small acorn from which the oak would grow. 
Much pruning might have to be done during 
the years of growth, but it was certain that 
with the good will and co-operation of those 
whose duty it was to administer the Act. this 
country would ultimately become a healthier 
and happier place in which to dwell. 


Model By-laws. 

On this subject, the speaker said :— 

‘* It is not my intention to anticipate the 
findings of the Advisory Committee appointed 
by the Minister of Health. It is sufficient 
for the moment that I should recall, that the 
Building Surveyors’ Association fas been 
afforded the opportunity of making sugges- 
tions to the committee. _ We should have 
much appreciated the grant of a greater 
length of time in which to prepare our 
written observations and still more to have 
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been invited to support or supplement our 
observations by representative attendance 
before the committee. 

*‘In our letter to the Advisory Committee 
we have stressed the desirability of devisin 
a comprehensive code of by-laws which ste = 
be acceptable for adoption throughout the 
length and breadth of the country, definite 
and clear in its terms and void of alternatives 
which would tend to weaken building stan- 
dards, especially in relation to dwelling- 
houses. If a standard code of by-laws is de- 
vised, free from variation as between dis- 
tricts, administration and _ interpretation 
would be considerably simplified. I contend 
that there does not appear to be any logical 
justification for the present lack of uniformity 
in by-laws, as structural requirements and 
the standard of health provision do not vary 
with the district.’’ (In support of his con- 
tention, Mr. Studd quoted some striking 
examples of differences in the requirements of 
as widely separated places as Bristol, 
Coventry and Exeter, and of as closely posi- 
tioned cities as Liverpool and Manches- 
ter in matters of the width of new streets, 
the provision of open spaces about dwelling- 
houses and the sizes of floor joists in domes- 
tic buildings.) 

He continued, ‘‘ In our letter to the com-

Progress of Housing. 

Arter Sir Kingsley Wood had_ reviewed 
the progress of housing in the Ministry of 
Health Vote in the Commons last week, an 
interesting debate followed. 

Mr. Ammon said one effect of the high cost 
of land in London had been to force. the 
authorities to concentrate on putting up block 
dwellings and thus contribute to what he 
would term the ‘‘ uglification’’ of London. 
Huge barrack-like buildings were _ being 
erected on every hand, and the old self- 
contained. houses were becoming fewer and 
fewer. These block dwellings were to a large 
extent ill-planned and haphazard, and they 
would raise a good many fresh social prob- 
lems later on. In some of the old slum areas 
of London many of the houses had very big 
gardens behind them, as they were built at a 
time when land was more plentiful. It was 
a question whether the space allowed within 
the confines of the estates on which the block 
dwellings were built compensated for the 
open spaces that were to be found in the 
gardens of the old independent houses; but, 
considering all things, from the point of view 
of open space he thought that the people lost 
by the block buildings. He hoped that before 
it was too late the Minister would turn his 
mind to this problem and to the planning of 
satellite towns and the location of industry: 

Mr. Silkin said that there were a number 
of factors to which the Minister must give 
consideration if he wanted the house-building 
boom to continue. ‘I'he first was the question 
of the increasing cost of building. As tar as 
London was concerned, in the last two years 
it had increased by something like 15 per 
cent., and there was every indication that the 
increase was continuing. Apart from the 
question of increase of cost, there was the 
subsidiary question of delay, because they 
were finding it increasingly difficult to get 
certain materials. “He hoped the Minister 
would take this question very seriously, be- 
cause it was one of the most important 
factors in connection with housing. A second 
factor was interest rates; a third, the con- 
tinued pressure -to improve standards; and a 
fourth the abolition of the reduction factor 
in connection with the acquisition of land for 
clearance schemes, resulting in an increase in 
the cost of land by something like 30 per 
cent. 

Mr. A. C. Bossom said that to a large 
extent we stood idly by, watching the beauty 
and charm of our historic countryside being 
ravaged. We ought not to allow this condi- 
tion to continue. The Town and Country 


Planning Act was optional -and not compul- 
sory. While that was so, he-was afraid the

mittee we referred to the weakening of build- 
ing standards in relation to housing and to 
the low standard of present-day craftsman- 
ship. In addition, there are to-day engaged 
in the building industry those whose interest 
is solely financial and whose methods are the 
disgust of the older craftsman. Is it any 
wonder that we hear so much about jerry- 
building when young apprentices commence 
and terminate their training on house-building 
of so low a standard? Bad workmanship, 
building materials of poor quality and house 
purchasers with few ideals and fewer ideas 
usually combine to make the jerry-builder. 
The public must accept some responsibility for 
the state of affairs. It is too often impressed 
by insignificant details, such as fussy eleva- 
tions, and pays little or no regard to the 
important question of stability. 

‘‘In no way desiring to imply a lack of 
intention or attention on the part of. building 
societies, the National House Builders’ Regis- 
tration Council or the House Builders’ Asso- 
ciation of Great Britain, I am still of opinion 
that unless and until building legislation 
administered by local authorities is consider- 
ably stiffened, more numerous and better 
qualified buildmmg surveyors: employed, the 
jerry-builder will continue to bequeath to 
posterity his offence against civic decency.”

present conditions would go on. The Town 
and’ Country Planning Act was not being 
enforced, being optional. Would the Minister 
advise the town and country planning autho- 
rities of the country to pay enough to secure 
well-equipped and capable advisers who could 
co-ordinate the town and country planning, 
housing, slum clearance, transport, recreation, 
sewage, lighting, and all kindred activities in 
their area, and would he also appoint another 
Parliamentary Secretary, especially to look 
after either housing (a subject which deserved 
a complete department), or town and country 
planning? 

Mr. Bernays, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Health, said that the number 
of houses completed during last year—about 
70,000, exceeded any output of recent years. 
The number of new houses which were being 
approved from month to month remained 
quite steady—January, 4,800; February, 
6,300; March, 5,300; and April, 6,400. There 
was no slowing down of the process, it was 
slowly increasing. Only in individual cases 
where the particular tenders were unsatisfac- 
tory was the brake applied. With regard to 
the question of interest, he agreed that it 
had increased from 34 to 34 per cent., and 
that that might well mean an increased rent. 
The rate of interest was dependent upon 
general financial conditions, and obviously 
was not a matter within departmental con- 
trol. With regard to amenities in these new 
housing estates, the Minister of Health and 
the President of the Board of Education 
issued a circular dealing with community 
centres and recommended their provision. 
Special action was taken by the housing de- 
partment to secure that the circular came to 
the notice of the larger local authorities in 
their housing capacity. They had taken such 
action as was practicable to encourage com- 
munity centres, and he understood that some 
40 local authorities were at this moment busy 
in establishing them. Action on these lines 
would be encouraged. 


Underground Garages. 


Mr. Crownver asked the Minister of Health 
if he could state in how many cases during 
the past two years had the London County 
Council and the City of London Corporation 
respectively, insisted upon the provision of 
underground garages in the case of new 
buildings being erected in the Central Lon- 
don area; and whether he had issued any 
recommendations in regard to this matter. 

Srr K. Woop said that he had no informa- 
tion in regard to the first part of the ques- 
tion, but. would communicate with the 
London County Council and the City of 
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London Corporation on the matter and in- 
form his hon. friend of the result. While 
it was not for him to issue recommendations, 
he concurred in the advice which had from 
time to time been given by the Minister of 
Transport. 


National Housing Scheme. 


Mr. Extis Smirn asked the Minister of 
Health if he would give consideration to the 
need for a national housing scheme, to be 
carried out in co-operation with the local 
authorities, and to include standard houses 
to be let at rents within the means of the 
lower-paid wage-earners. 

Str K. Woop said that local authorities 
would be fully occupied during the next year 
or two in building houses to replace unfit 
dwellings and to provide the additional 
accommodation necessary for the abatement 
of overcrowding, and he did not think there 
would be any advantage in adopting the 
suggestion made by the hon. Member. 


Building Materials. 


Mr. Krrsy asked the Minister of Health 
if he was aware that tenders for the build- 
ing of houses received by the Liverpool Cor- 
poration in recent weeks had shown a big 
advance in the cost per house, and that other 
local authorities were experiencing the same 
upward tendency in their tenders; to what 
extent such increases were due to shortage of 
building materials as a result of the Govern- 
ment’s rearmament programme; and what 
steps he proposed to take to prevent profiteer- 
ing in building materials. 

Sm K. Woop said he was aware that in 
Liverpool and other parts of the country 
there had been a tendency for building 
prices to rise. He had no reason to suppose 
that this was primarily due to the reason 
suggested in the second part of the question. 
The position with regard to building mate- 
rials was being closely watched by the Inter- 
departmental Committee on the Prices of 
Building Materials with which he was, of 
course, in close contact. 


Charing Cross Bridge. 


Mr. Day asked the Minister of Transport 
whether he would give particulars of any 
decision which the Government had now 
arrived at following the receipt of the com- 
mittee’s report on the question of Charing 
Cross Bridge. 

Dr. Burein said that the London County 
Council had been informed that if they decided 
to proceed with the scheme it would rank for 
the most favourable treatment accorded to 
other major works of improvement in urban 
areas, 


The Haig Statue. 


Caprain Prucce asked the Secretary of 
State for War whether he was now in a posi- 
tion to state when the memorial to the late 
Earl Haig was to be erected; and what period 
had now elapsed since the decision was first 
reached to erect this statue. 

Sm P. Sassoon said that the casting of the 
statue in bronze was approaching completion, 
and he hoped it would be ready for erection 
at the latter end of this year. 


Old Palace Yard. 


Sm W. Davison, on behalf of Mr. Bracken, 
asked the First Commissioner of Works 
whether he could reconsider the decision to 
demolish the houses numbered six and seven 
in Old Palace Yard, Westminster. 

Sm P. Sassoon said that the Lord Mayor’s 
Memorial Fund decided on the acquisition and 
the clearance of this site as the most dignified 
and suitable setting for the memoria] to his 
late Majesty King George V, and that it was 
in respect of this scheme, in conjunction with 
that of playing fields, that the Lord Mayor’s 
appeal to the public was made. He shared 
the regret of his hon. friend at the demoli- 
tion of the houses known as Nos. 6 and 7, Old 
Palace Yard, but their fagade would be pre- 
served and active consideration was being 
given to the possibility of re-erecting it in 
that neighbourhood. ; 
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CENTRAL SCHOOL OF 
ARTS AND CRAFTS 


ANNUAL EXHIBITION OF ARCHITECTURE. 

Following our notice of the School’s Exhibi- 
tion in our last issue, reference may now 
be made to subjects connected with architec- 
ture, building, sculpture and models. The 
architectural designs on view are mainl 
based on traditional work which is sound, 
but with the introduction of new materials 
and inventions one naturally expects to find 
some expression and use of them. Through 
the ages as discoveries were made they 
appeared in the buildings of the period of 
their introduction, and so it must be to-day. 

On looking at the designs one must 
remember they are the work of students. Of 
the designs for a secondary schoo] at St. 
Albans for 400 mixed pupils, one of the best 
is that of J. W. Grimes. is is a one- 
story building of Georgian character, in 
brick, the plan of which is well balanced, 
giving an opportunity for a symmetrical 
elevational treatment. This is of excellent 
general proportion, the assembly _ hall 
gable forming a central feature. With 
good bricks and brickwork the building would 
look well. All rooms are well lighted. A semi- 
bird’s-eye view shows the general grouping 
of the building which is quite satisfactory. 
Possibly the treatment of the same subject 
by Ann Schneebaum would be favoured by 
some assessors in a competition; this scheme 
is quite modern in character without being 
eccentric. The plan is good, all rooms having 
the absolute maximum of light and air. 
Flat-roofed, it is one-storied, with the excep- 
tion of male and female staff accommodation, 
which is placed on a first. floor. The eleva- 
tions are of the simplest, of good proportion, 
suggesting utility without trimmings, which 
are non-essential. A feature is made of the 
pupils’ entrance on the north-west elevation. 
The scheme certainly has merit. 

Norah Pertwee’s church hall has good 
points, but an increase in the size of win- 
dows on all elevations would have —— 
solids and voids to the ern of the 
design. A doctor’s house in Suffolk by 
D. G. Martin is one of the best of the lesser 
schemes. It has a good plan and simple 
elevational treatment, relying on the sound 
proportions of all windows and doors. It 
would be built of brick, with brick plinth 
and rough-cast above with tiled roof. 

It is well known that many clients and 
building committees understand a model 
better than a perspective view. The models 
exhibited at the school are a strong feature. 
The model of a modern Hungarian church is 
excellently carried out. Its maker, Mr. 
G. W. Whitwell, has chosen a good example 
on which to test his skill, Another model 
by D. Pearce of a large glazed circular-ended 
room, with seat following the curve and 
French windows in centre, peor to the 
garden, is a sound piece of modelling. The 
room is furnished and decorated complete, 
which makes the scheme additionally attrac- 
tive. The furniture and coverings are well 
designed by Helen Sampson. 

Ivor Jones exhibits a model of a modern 
flat furnished complete with decorations. 

Of the architectural sculpture, W. Taylor’s 
group in Hopton Wood stone is subtle in its 
modelling, and has a character suggesting its 
suitability for a building of distinction. 

The architectural work of the School, which 
is done solely at evening classes, is under the 
direction of Mr. S. B. Caulfield, F.R.1.B.A.

Cuancery Division. 
Before Mr. Justice Sumonps. 


ESTATE OWNER’S CLAIM TO ENFORCE 
_ RESTRICTIVE COVENANTS. 


White v. Bijou Mansions, Ltd. 
This case raised a question of some im- 
portance, viz., whether lessees having had 


‘no actual notice of a restrictive covenant 


sought to be enforced were bound by the 
notice entered on the register, and whether 
it was by virtue of the provisions of the 
Land Registration Act, 1925, notice to the 
whole world. 

The plaintiff, Mr. Noel Blanco White, 
estate owner, of No. 16, Palace-court, Bays- 
water, W., brought the action against Bijou 
Mansions, Ltd., lessees for a term of 28 years 
of No. 18, Palace-court, for an injunction to 
restrain the defendants from converting the 
premises into a guest house, apartment house, 
or flatlets, and from using the premises for 
any purpose other than that of a private 
dwelling-house in breach of restrictive cove- 
nants to that effect. 

The defendants had converted their 
premises into twelve self-contained flatlets, 
each with an annexe containing bath and 
lavatory accommodation, and their conten- 
tion .and defence was that, being purchasers 


for value without notice of the restriction: 


which the plaintiff, Mr. White, sought to 
enforce, he was not a person entitled to 
enforce it; but even assuming that he was, 
as the neighbourhood had, since the date 
when the original covenants were entered 
into, undergone such a change in character, 
it would be inequitable to enforce them 
against the defendants. 

Mr. Alexander Grant, K.C., and Mr. 
Roger Turnbull appeared for the plaintiff; 
and Mr. Roxburgh, K.C., and Mr. W. F. 
Waite for the defendants. 

At the conclusion of the arguments, his 
lordship, in the course of his judgment dis- 
missing the action, said that Mr. White de- 
rived his title under two deeds dated in 
1886 and 1887, under which a Mr. Fellows 
covenanted to build a house costing at least 
£4,000, and to use it as a private dwelling- 
house only. Messrs. Daws, the vendors to 
Mr. Fellows, covenanted that every building 
lease to be granted on the Shaftesbury House 
Estate, on which the property was situated, 
should contain similar covenants by the pur- 
chasers. 

The defendants were lessees of the adjoin- 
ing property, and their title began with a 
conveyance by the freeholders in 1890 to a 
predecessor of their lessee, containing a 
covenant to build a house on the land so 
conveyed and to use it as a private residence 
only. The land afterwards came into the 
ownership of a Miss Plumbly, who was duly 
registered as owner with an absolute title 
subject to the before-mentioned covenant. In 
1935 that lady granted a lease of the house 
to a Miss Powell and Miss Flores, and that 
lease contained a covenant by those two 
ladies as lessees to use the house only as a 
private residence or for the purpose of 
private suites or flats. The terms of the 
covenant in that lease did not agree with 
the terms of the restriction on the free- 
holder. That lease was assigned to the de- 
fendants, who did what their lease permitted 
them to do and converted the house into a 
set of small private suites or flats. 

Proceeding, his lordship said that the first 
question which arose was whether the lessees, 
having had no actual notice of the restriction 
sought to be enforced, were bound by the 
notice entered on the register; secondly, 
whether, assuming the lessees were so liable, 
the plaintiff, Mr. White, was entitled to 
enforce those restrictions; and, _ thirdly, 
assuming that he was so entitled, whether 
the defendants could avail themselves of any 
equitable defence based on a change in the 
character of the neighbourhood. 

Having referred to the material provisions 
of the Law of Property Act, 1925, and the 
Land Registration Act, 1925, his lordship 


decided on the first issue that the defendants 
took subject to the obligations imposed by 
the covenant of which they~had notice from 
its being entered on the register. But if the 
took subject to that incumbrance, they too! 
subject to that alone. He could not accept 
the argument which had been put forward, 
based on the doctrine of derogation from 
grant, that the defendants were subject to 
another but different obligation of a similar 
nature. 

The second question to be decided was 
whether Mr. White could enforce the cove- 
nant, as he claimed to do under ‘the provi- 
sions either of Section 5 of the Real Property 
Amendment Act, 1845, or Section 56 of the 
Law of Property Act, 1925, which repealed 
and re-enacted the-‘earlier section with some 
additions. 

Having discussed the provisions of these 
statutes, his lordship held that Mr. White 
was not in the circumstances entitled to en- 
force the restriction, he not being a person 
who could point to any grant or covenant 
made in his favour in the conveyance of 
1890 to the defendants’ lessors. 

In these circumstances his lordship said it 
was unnecessary to consider the third ques- 
tion raised by defendants, but he stated that 
in his view, though there were some changes 
in the character of the neighbourhood, they 
were changes for which Mr. White was not 
responsible, and that the latter had satisfied 
him on the evidence that the conversion of 
No. _18, Palace-court, into flatlets was de- 
preciatory of his own property. But, taking 
the view which he (the Judge) did on the 
second question, the action must be dis- 
missed with costs.

ADEQUACY OF NOTICE OF MINISTER 


OF HEALTH FOR PUBLIC INQUIRY 
CHALLENGED. 
The King v. Minister of Health (ex parte 
Hack) 


In this case the Minister of Health opposed 
a rule which had been granted, calling upon 
him to show cause why he should not be pro- 
hibited from holding a public inquiry with 
regard to the proposal of the West Ham Cor- 
poration to purchase compulsorily 39 houses 
within their area under a clearance scheme. 
The owner of the property and the mover 
for the rule nisi which had been granted 
was Mr. Sydney John James Hack. 

The _Solicitor-General (Sir Terence 
O’Connor, K.C.), for the Minister of Health, 
said that the West Ham Corporation resolved 
to acquire compulsorily the properties in 
question, which were deemed to be unfit for 
human habitation, as part of a clearance 
scheme. The ground of objection to the 
inquiry which the Minister proposed to hold 
in the matter was that the notice relating to 
the houses served by the Corporation upon 
Mr. Hack was not one such as was called for 
by Section 63 of the Housing Act, 1935, in 
that it did not give, with sufficient particu- 
larity, the facts which the Corporation alleged 
to constitute the principal reasons for saying 
that the properties in the order were unfit 
for human habitation. 

The case raised three points : (1) Whether 
prohibition lay in view of the provisions of 
section 11 of the Housing Act, 1930; (2) 
whether it was sufficient to satisfy the pro- 
vision of Section 63 of the Housing Act, 
1935, if the Minister himself was satisfied 
with the notice served upon the property 
owner; and (3) whether the notice served by 
the Corporation was sufficient. 

Counsel, continuing, said Mr. Hack’s case 
was that the notice should have the particu- 
larity of pleadings in a civil action, as, for 
instance, showing which wall was in a etate 
of disrepair, which room was damp, and other 


similar data which would enable the house- . 
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owner to test the case upon properly censti- 
tuted issues. 

Mr. Justice Swift : All the Minister has to 
be satisfied about is that the notice is a 
proper one? 

Sir Terence agreed. He said that at the 
public inquiry it might be that facts on 
which the Corporation relied might not be 
deemed to be supported. 

Mr. Rewcastle, K.C., for Mr. Hack, said 
he did not desire to burke or hold up an 
inquiry, nor did he seek to question the order 
so long as it followed the provisions of the 
Act. His contention was that the fact that 
Section 63 (1) required that the property- 
owner should be served with a notice meant 
that he should be told something more than 
that his property had been included in a 
scheme of clearance on the ground that it 
was unfit for human habitation. The section 
necessarily meant that the owner must be 
told the particular reasons which prompted 
the local authority to want the houses 
acquired. The owner was entitled to know 
exactly why he was penalised. The houses 
were mostly on full repairing leases, and Mr. 
Hack was entitled to take steps to get them 
into proper order. He could not do that 
unless he knew the details on which the Cor- 
poration relied; whereas at the moment the 
notice simply seemed to indicate that the 
houses were unfit on every possible ground. 

At the conclusion of the arguments the 
Court discharged the rule. 

The Lord Chief Justice, in giving judgment, 
said that the words of Section 63 (1) were 
that the Minister should not cause a public 
inquiry to be held earlier than fourteen days 
after it had been shown to his satisfaction 
that the local authority had served upon the 
objector a notice in writing stating what facts 
it was alleged were the principal grounds for 
being satisfied that the building was unfit 
for human habitation. The object of the 
section was to offer the objector a reasonable 
interval before the inquiry was held. When 
he (his lordship) looked at the bundle of 
notices that had been served on Mr. Hack 
he could not conceive that it could be argued, 
except for controversial purposes, that the 
Minister, as a reasonable man, ought not to 
be satisfied that sufficient notice had been 
served upon Mr. Hack. He thought that the 
rule should be discharged. 

The other members of the Court concurred, 
and the rule nisi which had been granted at 
the instance of Mr. Hack was accordingly 
discharged.

SEQUEL TO LANDLORD’S REFUSAL TO 
CONSENT TO ALTERATIONS BY TENANTS. 


Lambert v. F. W. Woolworth and Co., Ltd. 
In this case the plaintiffs, Messrs. G. E. 
and W. R. J. Lambert, the freeholders of Nos. 
18 and 19, Commercial-road, Bournemouth, 
claimed a declaration that they had not acted 
unreasonably in withholding their consent to 
alterations to those premises occupied by their 
lessees, Messrs. F. W. Woolworth and Co., 
Ltd., the defendants, when the proposed 
alterations amounted to a reconstruction of 
the premises so as to form a larger shop on 
the demised premises and the land adjoining. 
The defendants counter-claimed for a declara- 
tion that the proposed alterations were ‘‘ im- 
provements ’’ within Section 19 (2) of the 
Landlord and Tenant Act, 1927. 
_ The present action was the second chapter 
in the history of the litigation between the 
parties, a previous action by Messrs. Wool- 
worth against Messrs. Lambert having been 
tried by Mr. Justice Clauson in the Chancery 
Division (reported in The Builder for March 
13, 1936), and which action came subsequently 
before the Court of Appeal (reported in The 
Builder for August 14, 1936). 

The facts in the present action sufficiently 
appear from the following judgment of Mr. 
Justice Simonds, who said that by a lease 
dated in February, 1931, the property was 
demised to the defendants, Messrs. Wool- 
worth, for a term of 42 years at a rent of 
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£3,500 a year, to be increased to £3,750 in 
June, 1945. 

The lease contained a number of covenants 
by the lessees, of which two only were 
material : (1) Not without the previous con- 
sent of the lessors to erect or suffer to be 
erected any other building on the said demised 
premises, nor to make or suffer to be made 
any structural alterations in or additions to 
the demised premises; and (2) to use, occupy 
and preserve the demised premises open as a 
first-class shop suited to the neighbourhood. 

In 1935, the defendants acquired a leasehold 
interest in the premises immediately in the 
rear of No. 18, Commercial-road, at a rent of 
£500 a year, and they undertook in that lease 
with the landlord, a Commander Monro, to 
carry out certain alterations and improvements 
subject to the consent of the plaintiffs, 
Messrs. Lambert, being obtained. Messrs. 
Woolworth were minded to carry out altera- 
tions which would make the whole of the pre- 
mises leased to them one large composite 
building, containing one first-class shop, and 
they applied for the consent of the plaintiffs, 
relying on Section 19 (2) of the Landlord and 
Tenant Act, 1927, which provides as follows :— 

‘‘In all leases, whether made before or 
after the commencement of this Act, contain- 
ing a condition or agreement against the 
making of improvements without licence or 
consent, such covenant, condition or agree- 
ment shall be deemed, notwithstanding any 
express provision to the contrary, to be sub- 
ject to a proviso that such licence or consent 
is not to be unreasonably withheld; but this 
proviso does not preclude the right to require 
as a condition of such licence or consent the 
payment of a reasonable sum in respect of 
any damage to, or diminution in, the value 
of the premises or any neighbouring premises 
belonging to the landlord, or of any legal or 
other expenses properly incurred in connec- 
tion with such licence or consent, nor in the 
case of an improvement which does not add 
to the letting value of the holding does it 
preclude the right to require as a condition 
of such licence or consent where such a re- 
quirement would be reasonable, an under- 
taking on the part of the tenants to reinstate 
the premises in the condition in which they 
were before the improvement was executed.” 

The defendants applied for consent to 
carry out the alterations and offered to give 
a covenant for reinstatement at the conclusion 
of the term, and also to pay a reasonable sum 
for any damage to the value of the reversion ; 
but these proposals were rejected by the 
plaintiffs, who had been advised by two com- 
petent surveyors, one of whom said plaintiffs 
should ask £11,000 and the other £7,000 as the 
sum which they should require to be paid to 
them for their consent. Messrs. Woolworth 
then began the previous action, claiming that 
Messrs. Lambert had unreasonably withheld 
their consent to the proposed alterations, and 


‘that they (Messrs. Woolworth) were entitled 


to make them as improvements without further 
request for a licence or consent; but subject 
to their paying to Messrs. Lambert such sum 
as the Court should deem to be reasonable. 

That action came before Mr. Justice Clauson, 
who held that the alterations were not im- 
provements at all, but that if they were, 
Messrs. Woolworth had failed to prove that 
Messrs. Lambert had unreasonably withheld 
their consent to them. Messrs. Woolworth 
appealed from that result, and the Court of 
Appeal dismissed their appeal, but the judges 
held by a majority that the proposed altera- 
tions were improvements in that the tenants 
would get a more beneficial use of the demised 
premises. j ‘ 

After that judgment was delivered, Messrs. 
Woolworth’s solicitors wrote to Messrs. Lam- 
bert’s solicitors offering to submit the ques- 
tion: What was a reasonable sum to pay for 
the improvements, to an arbitrator to be 
agreed on between the parties; but that pro- 
posal was rejected by Messrs. Lambert. On 


January 4 last, Messrs. Woolworth’s solici- 
tors wrote to Messrs. Lambert’s solicitors a 
formal application for leave and licence to 
make the same alterations as had been pre- 
viously proposed. They enclosed with the 
letter a complete set of working drawings, 
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and undertook to reinstate the premises to 
their former condition at the end of the term, 
and to give security for that obligation and to 
pay the lessor’s costs. That offer, however, 
contained no suggestion that Messrs. Wool- 
worth were willing to pay any sum for damage 
to the reversion. The result was that Messrs. 
Lambert declined to give their consent, and 
began the present action, claiming that the 
proposed works were not improvements with 
in the Act of 1927; that to carry them out 
would be a breach of the covenants of the 
lease; and that if they withheld their licence 
to make the alterations such licence would not 
be unreasonably withheld. To that, Messrs. 
Woolworth counterciaimed a declaration that 
the works were improvements and that the 
plaintiffs were not entitled to withhold thei: 
consent from them. 

Proceeding, his lordship said he did not 
propose to lay down any general rule for in 
terpreting Section 19 (2) of the Landlord and 
Tenant Act, 1927, as there might be other 
different cases ; but in the present case he held 
that Messrs. Lambert’s consent had not been 
unreasonably withheld and there must be a 
declaration on the claim that the plaintiffs had 
not acted unreasonably in withholding their 
licence and consent to the defendants’ applica- 
tion. The counterclaim would be dismissed, 
except to the extent that there would be a 
declaration that the proposed alterations were 
“‘improvements’’ within the Act. The 
plaintiffs would have the costs of the 
action, and the counterclaim would be dis- 
missed, but without costs.

APPEAL IN REGARD TO COMPULSORY 
PURCHASE eens me THE HOUSING 


In the matter of the Prince of Orange-lane, 
Greenwich, Housing Order, 1936. (Appeal 
of Mrs. Willey.) 

In this case, Mrs. Doris Mabel Willey 
appealed under the provisions of the Housing 
Act, 1930, against an order confirmed by the 
Minister of Health in regard to a compulsory 
purchase order on property at Prince of 
Orange-lane, Greenwich. 

Mr. Hill appeared for the appellant; and 
the Solicitor-General (Sir Terence O’Connor, 
K.C.) and Mr. Valentine Holmes for the 
respondent, the Ministry of Health. 

Mr. Hill said the matter arose out of an 
order by the Greenwich Borough Council to 
proceed to procure compulsory powers to pur- 
chase the land on wick certain houses stood 
in Prince of Orange-lane. The Council 
decided to deal with the matter in this way, 
their Medical Officer of Health having certi- 
fied that the houses on the site were unfit 
for human habitation. 

Mrs. Willey owned part of the area in 
question. A local inquiry was held by an 
inspector, and counsel appeared as an 
objector on behalf of Mrs. Willey. He did 
not object to the demolition of the houses, but 
contended that this was a case in which there 
should be a clearance order and that the 
inspector had a discretion in the matter. 

His lordship. pointed out that though 
counsel raised the point, he called no evidence 
to support any suggestion as to what he 
would do with the land. 

Mr. Hill said the Town Clerk intimated 
that the Council were pressing for compulsory 
purchase. No evidence was given why the 
Council should proceed for compulsory pur- 
chase of the land. 

The Solicitor-General pointed out that the 
maiter of the clearance order was not raised 
at the inquiry. 

Mr. Hill said it was a serious thing to take 
away a person’s property in the way sug- 
gested. He contended that the Inspector 
could use his discretion in the matter ana 
should have recommended a clearance order. 


‘He offered to agree to a clearance order, as 
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Mrs. Willey was anxious to retain the site 
and develop it for commercial purposes. He 
contended that under the circumstarices the 
case was one in which the Minister should have 
refused to sanction the order sought by the 
Greenwich Council. The Council had shown 
no special reason why they required the land. 
It could not be used for rehousing, and the 
Minister had no material before him to show 
why the order asked for should be made. 
There was no evidence that it was in the 
public interest that it should be made, and 
he (counsel) urged that his ay Es that 
the appellant should have the land was a 
sound one, and that she had given sound 
reasons for that course to be followed in her 
affidavit. His final point was that it was 
unreasonable to deprive anyone of property 
without any justification. 


His lordship (to the Solicitor-General) : I am 
entirely with you. Do you want to address 
me? 

The Solicitor-General : No, my lord. 

His lordship then gave judgment dismissing 
the appeal. He said that it was in December, 
1935, that the Housing Committee of the 
Council decided to proceed with this matter. 
At the inquiry Mr. Hill put forward nothing 
which could be considered evidence as to what 
the advantages or disadvantages were of the 
order being confirmed or not being confirmed. 
The matter was left very much where the 
Town Clerk left it, though Mr. Hill did 
mention that there should be a clearance 
order. Under these circumstances the Minister 
confirmed the order. Mrs. Willey now 
appealed against that order. It seemed to 
him (the Judge) that the Act gave the local 
authority the absolute right to secure the 
clearance of an area in either of the two ways 
they liked. It was for the local authority to 
decide. This was a matter in which it was 
for the Minister to decide finally, having 
before him the Inspector’s report. He thought 
the Minister, in the circumstances, had come 
to a right conclusion and that the appeal 
failed and should be dismissed with costs.

ACTION BY PAINTERS AND DECORATORS 
FOR ALLEGED BREACH OF CONTRACT 
UNDER APPEAL. 


Burnham, Ltd., v. Wates (Streatham), Ltd. 
In this case the defendants, Messrs. Wates 
(Streatham), Ltd., estate developers, of Lon- 
don-road, Mitcham, Surrey, appealed from the 
judgment of Mr. Justice Hawke in the King’s 
Bench Division in favour of the plaintiffs, 
Messrs. Burnham, Ltd., painters and decora- 
tors, of Spencer-park, Wandsworth, S8.W. 

(The case was reported in The Builder for 
November 27, 1936.) 

The plaintiffs’ case was that in January, 
1934, they were asked to estimate for the 
painting and decorating of houses which de- 
fendants were building at Worcester Park, 
Surrey, under their Worcester Park Estate 
No. 2 Scheme. Plaintiffs put in a price, and 
they contended they were given a definite 
order on January 9 by the defendants for the 
work, and afterwards started work on a house. 
On January 24, 1934, defendants asked plain- 
tiffs for an estimate for higher class decora- 
tions, and plaintiffs tendered an estimate for 
£1 a house extra, and defendants replied that 
that tender was unsuccessful. In these circum- 
stances, the plaintiffs’ case was that they were 
thrown sd 4 on the order given them on 
January 9. On February 15, they went to 
the Worcester Park Estate No. 2 and found 
another firm doing the decorating work there. 
The plaintiffs contended that on January 9, 
1934, there was a concluded contract made 
between themselves and the defendants, the 
breaking of which entitled them to recover 
damages. 

The defendants by their defence contended 
that there was no concluded contract such 
as the plaintiffs suggested. They said that 
the plaintiffs were asked to make an offer 
for the work, and when that was not accepted 
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they (defendants) were entitled to place the 
order where they chose. 

After hearing the evidence, Mr. Justice 
Hawke, in the Court below, held that the 
plaintiffs had established that there was a 
contract which had been entered into, although 
it might not have been a provident or wise 
one for the defendants to have made. He 
found that the plaintiffs were entitled to re- 
cover from the defendants the profit theywould 
have made had the contract been carried out, 
and he gave judgment for them on that basis 
for £435, with costs. From this result the 
defendants now appealed on the ground that 
the judge was wrong in holding that there was 
a concluded and Linding contract entered 
into between the parties, and assuming that 
there had been that he had not construed it 
properly. 

At the conclusion of the argument of Mr. 
H. G. Robertson for the appellants, and 
without calling on counsel for the respondents, 
the Lords Justices affirmed the judgment of 
Mr. Justice Hawke, and dismissed the appeal, 
with costs. 


ROOF TILING WITH PLAIN 
TILES 


A ‘‘ Code of Practice for Roof Tiling with 
Plain Tiles,’’ just issued by the Building 
Industries National Council,* is the work of 
a specialist Panel of the Council in co-opera- 
tion with the Building Research Station, the 
Cast Concrete Products Association, the 
London Association of Master Slaters and 
Tilers, the National Association of Roofing 
Tile Manufacturers and the National Federa- 
tion of Slate Merchants, Slaters and Tilers. 
It is presented for the use and guidance of 
all sections of the building industry and of 
local authorities in formulating and adminis- 
tering their building by-laws, and it is hoped 
that the Code will be used as a basis both for 
the specification of work and for its actual 
execution. 

The Code, which has a Foreword by Mr. 
H. J. Holloway and a Preface by Dr. R. E. 
Stradling, is a practical guide to good 
workmanship. It deals with pitch and lap; 
nails and nailing; verges, eaves and abut- 
ments; bedding of ridge and hip tiles; felt- 
ing, boarding and battening, and includes a 
definition of terms used. 

The object of the Codes of Practice pub- 
lished by the Council is, primarily, to ensure 
so far as possible that throughout the entire 
country nothing less than the highest possible 
standard of craftsmanship and building tech- 
nique shall prevail, and it is the intention 
that the standard set shall be such as to 
justify their becoming in due course accepted 
both as the standard of satisfaction required 
under the Ministry of Health Model By-laws 
and as the standard to be applied by every 
local authority in the administration of by- 
laws and in judging whether they have been 
complied with. ; 


TOWN AND COUNTRY 
PLANNING SCHOOL 


Tue organising committee of the Town and 
Country Planning Summer School has de- 
cided to hold the School this year at Man- 
chester University (Ashburne Hall) from 
September 3 to 10. Sir Raymond Unwin, 
LL.D., P-P.R.I.B.A., P-P.T.P.1., is the 
President of the School; Sir Ernest Simon, 
M.A., of Manchester, is the Local President 
this year; and the Lord Mayor of Manchester 
(Alderman J. Toole, J.P.) is the Local Vice- 
President. 

Dr. Thomas Adams, F.R.I.B.A., F.S.1., 
M.T.P.I., F.I.L.A., who founded the Summer 
School in 1933 at Welwyn Garden City, has 
retired from the chairmanship and _ has 
handed over the duties of chairman of the 
organising committee to Mr. W. Harding 
Thompson, M.:C., F.R.I.B.A., M.T.P.I. 

The objects of the School as expressed in 
the 1936 programme are: ‘‘ To provide an 
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opportunity, during a brief period each 
summer, for the discussion of principles and 
methods of town and country planning, and 
kindred subjects. To enable those engaged in 
the practice of town and country planning 
to exchange views regarding their several ex- 
periences of its administration and application ; 
and generally to promote education in all 
matters relating to the science and art of 
planning in town and country.” | 

Ashburne Hall, Manchester, the venue for 
1937, is an excellent centre for a summer 
school of this sort. It was established by 
friends of the University to enable students 
who wish to share in the intellectual, social, 
and other interests of academic life to in- 
crease their opportunities by close associa- 
tion with other students and members of the 
staff in a resident community. , 

With upwards of twenty sessions during 
the seven days of the School’s duration, those 
who think of participating may be assured 
of ample value for the modest sum of 
£4 12s. 6d., which includes all sessions, and 
board: and lodging for a full week. The 
honorary secretary is Mr. T. F. Thomson, of 
26, Church Green, Witney, Oxfordshire, from 
whom the preliminary programme and further 
details may be obtained. 


REARMAMENT AND 
GENERAL BUILDING WORK 


Sir,—Considerable perturbation. was 
caused in the building industry by Sir 
Thomas Inskip’s speech at Newcastle on 
March 5—particularly in regard to the 
following :— ~ 

“He hoped that the whole community 
might be prepared to forgo the pleasure 
of seeing new buildings erected or old 
buildings reconstructed, in order that the 
Government might not be handicapped in 
the completion of its programme, and 
also in order that there might be a flow 
of remunerative contracts when the peak 
of the Government’s programme had been 
passed.” 

Sir Thomas Inskip apparently had in 
mind large constructional works using 
steel, but his speech has been interpreted 
as applying to all types of building work. 
House building is largely dependent upon 
the acquisition of land, based upon a 
“site” investment or speculative initia- 
tive taken six to nine months in advance 
of the actual building operation. The 
speech had the unfortunate effect of :— 

(a) Accelerating schemes on which 
commitments had already been entered 
into, thereby creating a temporary boom 


in materials with consequent price 


advances ; 

(6) Stopping the initiation of new 
commitments of the speculative or in- 
vestment order, with lamentable results 
on a type of location of labour quite 
useless to armaments. 

Your co-operation in giving publicity 
to an assurance given in a recent letter 
from Sir Thomas Inskip may enable that 
steady flow of house building to continue, 
as is essential both to employment and 
well-being, viz. :— 

“It is well known that the Government 
want a vast amount of building to go on, 
such as houses, hospitals, everything re- 
quired for social services and essential 
public works. This is all in addition to 
their own programme. On the other 
hand, I have suggested that what may 
be called pure luxury building may, with 
advantage, be postponed. There is no 
intention of enforcing any suspension of 
building of any sort.”

QUESTIONS. 


Roofing in the Cotswold Country. 

Simr,—I should be glad to know if a square 
pitch roof, i.e., 45 deg. slope with the hori- 
zontal, is steep enough to give satisfactory 
results when Cotswold Stonesfield slabs are 
used for the roof covering. It is desirable in 
the case I have in mind to keep the roof as 
low as possible. Do galvanised iron nails give 
satisfactory results, as presumably oak pegs 
are too costly nowadays? Is it desirable to 
fill in the space between the laths with mortar 
if an underfelt is used with counter battens?

[Sir Guy Dawber, R.A., has kindly sent us 
the following notes :—45 deg. is too low a 
pitch as a rule for Gloucestershire stone 
slating, and it should be 50 deg. or 55 deg., 
but if kept to the low pitch a good lap to 
the slates should be given. I would prefer 
copper nails; the difference in cost is trifling. 
If used as ‘‘ pegs’ and not nailed, then gal- 
vanised nails would do. If torching with 
lime and hair is used to fill in the space 
between the battens and on the underside of 
slates, it is obvious that an underfelt cannot 
be used. I should omit the torching and put 
counter battens below the slating ones, and 
leave the slates dry.] 


Oxy-Chloride Cement-Sawdust Roofing 
Tiles. 

Sir,—We have received a letter from some 
overseas clients stating that they are very 
anxious to ascertain whether to your know- 
ledge roofing tiles are made commercially in 
Great Britain, Europe or America, from 
oxy-chloride cement with sawdust as a base. 

The reason for asking this question is that 
some doubts have been raised as to its prac- 
ticability by their Government Analysis De- 
partment, although our clients, holding 
the patents for this product, argue that with 
this patented ‘‘ glazed surface tile’’ all 
objections are overcome. Perhaps you 
might find it possible to let us have some 
information or other details which will enable 
us to answer our clients. 

FENCING. 


[We have submitted this inquiry to a 
correspondent, who replies :— 


Oxy-chloride-sawdust roofing tiles are not 
made in this country. I have seen refer- 
ences to them in German technical papers, 
but I know no data available in this country 
as to whether or not they are durable— 
which only time will tell. Similar material, 
has, of course, been used as a floor covering 
for many years, but the performance of a 
product indoors is no criterion as to its per- 
formance when subjected to heat and cold, 
rain and snow on a roof. 

A later Continental development is a mix- 
ture of sand and linseed oil for roofing tiles, 
with a suitable pigment for colouring. The 
result is practically a thick linoleum, but 
here again there is no information as to its 
outdoor performance. 

One of the difficulties of a sawdust aggre- 
gate for outdoor use is the cracking due to 
its expansion and contraction when wet and 
dry, and its non-fire-resisting properties. It 
may be the patent referred to overcomes 
these problems. ] 

ANSWERS. 
Concrete Floors: Problem of Dusting-up. 

[Answers To “‘E. C. H.,” June 11.] 


Srr,—Practically complete dustlessness can 
be secured in your correspondent’s concrete 
floors (by adopting the following method : 
Have the granolithic surfaces to be treated 
completely dry; then paint them with a mix- 
ture of boiled linseed oil thinned with petrol. 
Apply several coats until the oil shows glossy 
on top. The thinner the oil mixture is, the 
more coats will be required and the deeper it 
will strike into the pores, A little experi- 
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menting will quickly show the proper pro- 
portions. The linseed oil, having been boiled, 
has lost most of its volatile componente, thus 
making it practically’ permanent for curing 
dusty concrete floors, An alternative method 
to prevent dust on concrete floors in the 
vicinity of machinery is to glue a good thick 
linoleum to the floors. It is also an effective 
insulation against the loss of bodily heat. 
Another alternative is a variety of oil-mastic, 
which can be applied over the granolithic 
surface in a thin layer. [The names of such 
products will be forwarded upon request.— 
Ep.] Practically complete dustlessness can 
be secured in a granolithic surface if properly 
made. as 3s 


Srr,—If the granolithic is of very poor 
quality there is no satisfactory remedy other 
than relaying the floor or covering it with 
wood blocks. If, however, the floor is 
amenable to treatment the simplest and 
cheapest method is to use silicate of soda. 
The method of treatment is to dilute the 
silicate of soda with four parts its volume of 
water, and brush it copiously over the floor 
with a soft brush and allow it to dry in. 
Repeat the same treatment at intervals of 
24 hours, giving it three treatments in all. 
Tt is necessary to clean the floor thoroughly 
before giving it the treatment. Looe.

Ancient Lights; Effect on Rights of Variation 
of Plane of Windows. 
[Answer to 8. B. P., June 11.] 


Srr,—Your correspondent S. B. P. inquires 
whether a variation of 3 ft. in the plane of 
windows is sufficient to destroy rights of 
light. In reply, you rely upon the 
dictum of Jessell, M.R., in National Pro- 
vincial Plate Glass Insurance Company v. 
Prudential Assurance Company, 1887/6/Ch. 
757, that any substantial alteration in plane 
of the windows concerned destroys the rights 
because an alteration of 3 ft. appears to be 
considerable. 


May it be further suggested that the ques- 
tion of the effect of any given alteration in 
plane may be tested in conformity with Scott 
v. Pape, 1886/31/Ch. 554, and later decisions 
upon incorporated lights by taking into con- 
sideration the fact that the dominant owner 
is only entitled to protection to the light 
passing through the ancient openings. If 
these be set up in front of the new openings 
and the light to any interiors considered as 
passing through a double screen of windows, 
the old and the new, it is not difficult to 
ascertain the effect of any obstruction to 
fight passing through such double screen. 

Various legal authorities upon _ incor- 
porated lights are very fully reviewed in 
Combe’s Law of Light.

Annual Report for 1936. 


The 119th Annual Report of the Incor- 
porated Church Building Society was pre- 
sented at the Annual General Court on 
May 27. It records the names of the grantee 
parishes assisted during the year—1l grants 
being made for the erection of new churches 
and 76 parishes receiving aid towards essential 
repairs. An appeal is made for the 
systematic inspection of our ancient churches 
by qualified architects. The Society’s experi- 
ence agen over nearly 120 years) shows 
that the cumulative result of inattention to 
small defects—often in the more inaccessible 
portions of the building—means the raising 
of large sums of money to remedy the evil. 
The Society strongly advocates the regular 
inspection of churches at fixed intervals, and 
it is hoped that provision for the compara- 
tively small cost of such inspections b 
experts will be made by Parochial Churc 
Councils. For nearly 100 years the I.C.B.S. 
has aa al administered over 400 funds 
for the repair of churches. The provision of 
similar funds is a question that should rightly 
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engage the attention of those responsible for 
the safe keeping of our ancient parish 
churches. 

The Society’s main object is the granting 
of assistance towards the provision of new 
churches. It is thus natura] that the 1936 
Report contains a supplement devoted to 
‘‘ New Churches Illustrated ’’—published a 
few months ago by the Society. The brief 
extracts from reviews of the book show that 
it meets a very great need, and it has already 
attained a considerable circulation. An 
illustrated prospectus can be obtained by 
those interested. The report contains 
interesting notes on and illustrations of some of 
the churches assisted. The report may be 
obtained from 7, Queen Anne’s-gate, S.W.1, 
price 1s., post free.

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BUILDING LAWS AND REGULATIONS —XXV 
TOWN PLANNING: MODEL CLAUSES. 


By B. PRICE DAVIES, F.S.I., F.R.1.B.A., M.T.P.L. 
(Author of “Estimating for Buildings and Public Works,’’ etc.) 


So far we have dealt only with streets 
which are of the same character throughout, 
but combinations are permitted in the First 
Schedule of the Model Clauses. Three dia- 
grams, Figs. 130 to 132, indicate several com- 


binations, all of which revolve on one common 
form of minor street, namely, Type F. 

We have to bear in mind that this street 
is not to be more than 500 ft. long, its mini- 
mum overall width is 16 ft., and its carriage- 
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way 10 ft. All the buildings are to be on 
the same side of the street (see Fig. 127). 
It is not necessary to have this road rectangu- 
lar in form, but it must be to the fundamental 
principles laid down and described in the 
preceding article. ; 


Fig. 130 indicates two types of combina- 
tions of Types A and F, and Figs. 122 and 
123 should be studied in connection with it, 
for the variations of road junctions are better 
understood in that way. 


Fig. 131 gives three types of combina- 
tions of Types B and F, and Fig. 132 gives 
combinations of Types C and F. 


It should be observed that these combina- 
tions make up a class of cul-de-sac roads with 
no connection to other streets with carriage- 
ways. The Type F street gives a sense of 
peace and spaciousness in consequence, and 
there is not much need for reversing of 
vehicles. 


A brief note on the main changes of new 
Model Clauses may be useful. 


Clause 10 is additional and is associated 
with the Restriction of Ribbon Development 


Act of 1935. It deals with the release of land- 


from reservations for new streets and widen- 
ings where a standard width is adopted under 
the powers of such Act. 


Clause 10 of the 1935 issue becomes Clause 
11 of the 1937 issue, and in it the definitions 
of ‘‘ private street ’’ and ‘‘ cost of standard 
street.’’ are revised. 


Clause 13 is new, dealing with the execution 
of street works on reserved land, and it 
replaces sub-clause 4 in the old Clause 11. 


Clause 18 is the old Clause 16, redrafted, 
and relates to the construction of streets by 
owners. 


Clause 25 is new and applies to the modi- 
fication of building lines where a standard 
width is adopted under the Ribbon Act. 


Clauses 35-41 (in place of 32-40) replaces 
the term ‘“‘ building unit’’ with ‘‘ dwelling 
house’ throughout; references to residential 
buildings are deleted. 


Clause 38 is new and deals with the number 
of flats which may be erected. 


Clause 46 is also new and deals with the 
siting of buildings. 

Clause 59 is a redrafting of the old Clause 
57, and applies to the external appearance of 
alterations, etc. 


Clauses 61 and 62 are new clauses conse- 
quential to alterations to several old clauses. 
They deal with Submission of Plans and 
Approval and Consents. 


Clauses 69 and 83 (64 and 79) are revised, 
while the old Clauses 34, 37 and 38 are 
deleted. 

It will be seen that the Restriction of 
Ribbon Development Act has had a great 
influence on town planning. To close this 
series, it 1s hoped to add one final article 
on that Act

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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

Tue following are abstracts of inquiries 
recently submitted to the Building Research 
Station* The information given in the replies 
quoted is Based on available knowledge. It 
has to be borne in mind that further scientific 
investigations may in the course of time indi- 
cate directions in which the replies might be 
supplemented or modified. Moreover, the 
replies relate to the specific subject of each 
inquiry, and are not necessarily suitable for 
general application to all similar problems. 


Lifting of Wood-block Flooring. 

Wood-block floors laid in offices attached to 
a factory were proving unsatisfactory a few 
months after laying owing to blocks becoming 
loose. Those concerned with the work wished 
to know whether the failure was due to the 
quality of the screeding, the quality of the 
mastic used for bedding, or thermal or 
moisture movement of the floor. The construc- 
tion was stated to be as follows : Hollow-tile 
floor, screeding of cement and sand in pro- 
portions of 1:3, wood blocks bedded in 
bitumen. Samples of the blocks, mastic and 
screeding, together with a copy of the speci- 
fication for the floor, were submitted. 

Repiy.—Examination of the samples showed 
that the adhesion of the mastic to the blocks 
was excellent, so that the quality of the 
mastic cannot have affected the case. The 
screed, however, was more friable than would 
be expected from a 1:3 cement sand mix. 
Possibly the proportions had not been 
adhered to or the screed had dried out more 
quickly than is desirable; a complete analysis 
would be necessary to confirm the former 
point. 

Moreover, there was present .on the surface 
of the mastic adhering to the blocks a cer- 
tain amount of material resembling soil and 
fine dust which suggested that the screed 
had not been properly cleansed before the 
wood blocks were laid, although in view of 
the condition of the screed, it appeared doubt- 
ful whether in fact all loose material could 
be removed satisfactorily. The conclusion was 
that the screed, in itself liable to produce 
dust, had been subjected to the traffic of 
workmen and that a layer of soil and dust 
from the screed had formed upon the surface. 
According to the specification the surface of 
the screed should have been suitably primed, 
but the samples submitted showed no evi- 
dence that this had been done. It would 
appeas that the blocks were merely dipped in 
the hot mastic before laying. 

Slight movements of the blocks and screed 
due to drying shrinkage may have occurred, 
but their effect cannot be considered so im- 
portant as the condition of the surface of the 
screed and the apparent omission of a priming 
coat. In any case, the mastic would permit 
slight movement of the screed or blocks with- 
out causing lack of adhesion. 

When a cement screed is porous it is 
especially advisable to prime it before laying 
the mastic, but a friable or dirty screed, in 
any event, is unsuitable as a base for wood- 
block flooring. 


Tests on Fibrous Wallboards. 

An inquirer wanted to know the standards 
by which the suitability of a fibrous wallboard 
for use as a building material might be 
judged. 

Repty.—No British Standard Specification 
exists for wallboards,; nor has the Station 
adopted any standard series of tests for appli- 
cation as a matter of routine to wallboards. 
The tests used depend on the conditions of 
use and the situation. Following, however, 
is a list of various tests applied from time 
to time to fibrous wallboards either by the 
Building Research Station direct or, where 
indicated, through the National Physical 
Laboratory or the Forest Products Research 
Laboratory, together with some notes on 
them :— 

(a) Weight and density; (b) transverse 
strength ; te) moisture absorption; (d) per- 
meability ; (e) moisture movement; (f) thermal

conductance; (g) sound absorption; (h) 
resistance to decay; (i) non-inflammability ; 
(j) nail-holding capacity; (k) the value of 
highly-pressed boards as shuttering for con- 
crete; (1) adhesion of softer boards to con- 
crete, when used as shuttering. 

(b) Transverse Srrenctu.—It is obvious 
that transverse strength tests have practical 
significance only where fibre-board is used 
structurally. 

Twelve specimens (12 in. by 6 in. by $ in.) 
are cut with the long side (12 in.) in the 
direction of the grain of the material, and a 
further 12 specimens are cut with the long 
side (12 in.) perpendicular to the direction 
of the grain. All the specimens are tested 
by supporting them at 10-in. centres, and 
loading at a constant rate of 55 lb. per minute 
at the centre of the span. The modulus of 
rupture is computed, and the results, together 
with the deflection under a load of 30 lIb., 
are given. 


(c) MorsturE Assorprion.’ — The heat- 
insulating value of a porous material is 
— decreased by increased moisture- 
content. In selecting a fibre-board for use in 
certain situations, it is well, therefore, to 
keep in mind the amount of water it is likely 
to absorb. Moisture absorption also has a 
bearing on the question of fixing of fibre- 
boards, since a board fixed dry may tend to 
expand and buckle if subsequently exposed 
to the influence of moisture. : 

In the moisture absorption test, three sets 
of specimens 8 in. square have their edges 
waxed to confine absorption to the faces. One 
set is then exposed to moisture-saturated air, 
one put in water, and the third set is alter- 
nately wetted (as in the second case) and 
dried. Measurements are made of the 
increases in weight, and these expressed as 
percentages of the dry weight. The range of 
results for boards tested is as follows :— 


I. Continvovs Exposure to MotrstTure- 
SaTuRATED Ar1R.—Percentage increase in 
weight after 30 days, 7.3-11.0. 

II. Contrnvous Exposure to Water.—Per- 
centage increase in weight after 6 days, 
10,0-183.5. 

TIT. AnrerNateE WettiInc aND Dryrne.— 
Percentage increase in weight after 25th 
wetting, 2.7-9.0. 

(d) Permeasrtity.—This test is similar in 
character to the moisture absorption test, but 
differs in that the rate of flow of water 
through the specimen is measured. The test 
is carried out in the standard apparatus 
described in British Standard Specification 
No. 402 for Plain Clay Roofing Tiles. Speci- 
mens 4 in. square are cut from the board, 
and after having been dried to constant 


‘weight at 50 deg. Centigrade, are exposed 


on one face to a head of water of 20cm. The 
results are expressed as the number of cubic 
centimetres of water per square centimetre 
per second flowing through after 24 hours. 
Figures from .00000003 to .0023 have been 
recorded. 

(e) Morsture Movement.—The tendency 
of fibre-boards to expand when wetted has 


_ already been mentioned, and in the moisture 


movements test measurements are made of 
the actual changes in length occurring with 
exposure to atmospheres of different humidi- 
ties, The cycle of tests is as follows :— 

1. Specimens 6 in. x 3 in. stored in air 
at 70 per cent. humidity. 

2. Transferred to air at 40 per cent. 
humidity. 

3. Transferred to air at 100 per cent. 
humidity. 

4. Dried in an oven and desiccator. 

In each case the exposure is continued 
until equilibrium jis reached, and measure- 
ments made both along and across the grain 
of the specimens. Changes in length are 
expressed as percentages of the length of the 
specimens when dry. A range of results for 


a number of different boards is given 
below :— 
Change in Percentage change 
humidity. in length.

(f) THermat Conpuctance.—Fibrous wall- 


boards are commonly employed as _heat- 
insulators, and a low thermal conductance is 
in many cases important. In the thermal 
conductance test a direct measurement is 
made of the heat transmitted through a 
specimen of the board, and the results are 
expressed as the number of British Thermal 
Units transmitted through one square foot of 
material for a temperature difference of 
1 deg. Fahrenheit between opposite faces. 
Comparison is thus possible with other 
elements of structure, such as brick walls and 
concrete slabs. Thermal conductance tests are 
carried out at the National Physical Labora- 
tory, and the method is as follows :— 

Two sheets of the board are placed one on 
each side of a hot-plate surrounded by a 
guard-ring, the whole being clamped between 
two cold plates maintained at a constant 
temperature by water circulation. The 
temperatures of the hot and cold faces are 
measured by means of thermocouples. When 
equilibrium conditions are attained the heat 
input to the hot-plate is a measure of the 
heat passing through the specimen. This is 
determined by recording the amount of elec- 
trical energy dissipated in the heating coil. 

The variation in thermal conductance values 
for the examples of the ‘“‘ insulating ’’ type of 
fibre-board which have been tested (as dis- 
tinct from the ‘“‘ hard boards ’’) is not great. 
An average value for a board 4 in. thick is 
0.78 B.Th.U. per sq. ft. per degree F. differ- 
ence in temperature between faces, roughly 
equivalent to the conductance of a typical 
9-in. brick wall. 

(g) Sounp Assorption.—The sound absorp- 
tion of a wallboard may be significant when it 
is used as a lining or exposed in any way 
(without surface treatment) in a room in 
which adjustment of the reverberation period 
is required. The sound absorption value, 
however, has no relation to the transmission 
of sound through the material. ; 

Measurements of sound absorption are 
made in a reverberation chamber at the 
National Physical Laboratory. Specimens 
of wallboards to be tested are nailed to 
battens on one wall of the test chamber and 
instrumental measurements made of the 
reverberation time of the room. From these 
observations sound absorption coefficients for 
four different frequencies of sound are derived 
by the Sabine formula (as modified by 
Eyring). 

(h) Resistance to Decay.—Boards consist- 
ing of wood fibre or pulp, or other organic 
material, are subject to fungal attack if un- 
treated, in the same way and under the same 
conditions as timber, é.e., if used in damp and 
unventilated situations. 

Tests on a number of proprietary fibre- 
boards have been made at the Forest 
Products Research Laboratory to determine 
their resistance to fungal attack. Generally 
the resistance to decay by the “dry rot” 
fungus, merulius lacrymans, is examined. 

Samples of the board to be tested, 
measuring approximately 3 x 1 in., are placed 
upon cultures of the fungus, growing actively 
on malt agar medium in culture flasks. The 
flasks are kept in an incubator for three 
months at about 20 deg. C. The loss in dry 
weight of the samples resulting from the 
fungal decay is determined, and is expressed 
as a percentage of the original dry weight. 

(i) Non-INFLAMMABILITY.—The non-inflam- 
mability test is made in accordance with 
British Standard Specification No. 476, 1932. 
Tests (j) (k) and (l) are designed to observe 
under controlled laboratory conditions the 
behaviour of the boards froin the standpoint 
of nail-holding capacity and as shuttering for 
concrete. The conclusions drawn from these 
observations are, however, only qualitative 
or comparative, and only a few such tests 
have so far been made. 


Staining of White Paintwork. 

A firm of builders reported a case of stain- 
ing of white paintwork on the internal wood- 
work of a house which they had recently 
redecorated. The original painted finish, 
which was brown in colour, had been burnt off 
in some parts, such as doors and windows, and 
in others had been rubbed down before re- 
decoration. The new treatment consisted of 
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two coats of flat white undercoating and a~ 


finishing coat of enamel. During the pro- 
gress of the work a pink stain appeared on 
the white enamel finish. A small specimen 
of the wdéod which had been rubbed down 
before repainting was submitted. i 

Rep.ty.—In an examination of the sample 
of painted wood submitted it was possible to 
separate the following portions of the paint 
coating : (1) the stained finish; (2) the brown 
coating, which presumably was the original 
finish of the work which the inquirer was 
called upon to redecorate; (3) an underlying 
pink coating, presumably the original primer. 
From each of these separate portions it was 
possible with an organic solvent (chloroform) 
to extract a red dye. Ordinary paint solvents 
would be expected to have a similar effect. It 
appeared therefore that the trouble was due 
to this dye which was contained either in the 
original primer or the old brown coating. 
Cases have been recorded (and one has in fact 
been examined at this Station) in which a 
cheap pink priming paint has been made from 
pigments consisting of barytes tinted with a 
dye, instead of white lead and red lead, and 
subsequent coats of white paint have, natur- 
ally, become discoloured. 

t would appear from the description that 
some of the dye had penetrated the wood itself 
and hence remained to give trouble after the 
whole of the coating had been removed. 

To prevent further staining, it will certainly 
be advisable to burn off the old paint and 
_ 80 remove the main source of the stain. 

Where such “‘ bleeding ’’ occurs, two coats 
of a pure shellac knotting are usually suffi- 
cient to overcome the trouble, but if in the 
present instance this is not found to be success- 
ful, use might be made of a proprietary sealer.

TRADE NEWS 


Glass Products and Furniture. 

On Wednesday, June 9, a representative 
party of architects and others visited the 
showrooms of Messrs. James Clark and Son, 
Ltd., Scoresby House, Hill-street, Blackfnars, 
§.E.1, to view an exhibition of glass products 
and furniture. These were of great variety 
and interest and displayed excellent crafts- 
manship. They included a glass covered 
table and bureau combined, mirrors showing 
various treatments, glass bricks, a series of 
doors, a bath recess, a hairdressing cubicle, 
a cocktail bar, a fireplace, mirrors in con- 
junction with modern methods of indirect 
lighting, racks showing thicknesses of glass, 
drawings for decorative schemes, brilliant 
cutting and jointing with butt edges, speci- 
men wall panels, and a model altar piece. 
The examples of furniture, some in the man- 
ner of the period styles, were very attractive 
and displayed the possibilities of glass in 
this respect. 

The Dismantling of a Dovedale Railway. 

Adjoining Izaak Walton’s beloved Dove- 
dale, in that exquisite country where Staf- 
fordshire marches with Derbyshire, is the 
beautiful Manifold Valley. Through it runs 
a little railway, the Leek-Manifold line, 
some nine miles in length, the route of 
which is soon to become the property of 
the public for ever. 

The history of the railway, states a cor- 
respondent, is rather interesting. The con- 
struction of its narrow 2 ft. 6 in. track was 
originally financed by a group of local 
farmers for the purpose of bringing milk 
from the farmsteads and to assist in exploit- 
ing what were believed to be valuable 
mineral deposits in the valley; and a pious 
hope was expressed that the railway would 
lead to the reopening of the copper mines, 
the derelict shafts of which still pierce the 
slopes of Ecton Hill. These mines, first 
worked by the Romans, were once some of 
the richest in England, and for centuries 
they certainly yielded large quantities of 
profitable ore. Indeed, it is said that a 
former Earl of Devonshire, who controlled 
the undertaking, built the famous Crescent 
at Buxton out of income obtained from it. 

The railway never got to Buxton, its 
intended terminus. Money ran short, and it 
finished up almost in the middle of no- 
where. . Over a number of years the traffic 
steadily decreased, and the line has not been 
operated since 1934. It gives, however, vir- 
tually the only access to the valley, and 
walkers have long used sections of it as a 
footpath. 

The London, Midland and Scottish Rail- 
way has now presented the whole of- the 
land to the Staffordshire County Council, 
who have arranged that the railway shall be 
taken up and a footpath built in its - place. 
Dismantling will be by Messrs. George 
Cohen, Sons and Co., Ltd., the engineers 
and machinery merchants, of London and 
Leeds, who have acquired the track— 
including some 400 tons of steel rails, weigh- 
ing approximately 30 lb. per yd., and some 
15,000 sleepers—rolling stock and other plant.
